IN THE SENATE. 
Hoar’s Substitute Amendment to Arbitration 
Treaty Accepted. 

Washington, April 1.—The open session 
of the senate yesterday lasted less than 
half an hour. It was productive of an- 
other Cuban resolution by Mr. Mills of 
Texas, calling on the committee on 
foreign relat a report on the obli- 
gations assumed the United States 
in insisting that Cuba should not be an- 
nexed to any European power, and 
should remain subject to Spain. Mr. 
Hale's objection sent the resolution over. 

Action upon the amendment offered 
by Senator Hoar was the first taken, and 
several senators expressed the opinion 
that it would render any further amend- 
ment unnecessary. There were six roll- 
calls during the session and several votes 
on which ayes and noes were not de- 
manded. The first rollcall was on Sen- 
ator Hoar's amendment. It was 
adopted by an overwhelming majority. 
The final announcement was 64 to 13, 
but there had been four changes in favor 
of the amendment before this result 
was reached, making 17 votes originally 
cast in opposition. The text of this 
amendment is substantially as follows: 

“Any difference which, in the judg- 
ment of either power, materially affects 
its honor or its domestic or foreign policy 
shall not be referred to arbitrators, under 
this treaty, except by special agreement, 
nor shall any question as to the con- 
tinuance in force of any treaty which 
has previously been made. Itis further 
explicitly specified and agreed that all 
agreements entered into by the contract- 
ing parties under this treaty shall be 
signed by the President of the United 
States, and receive the approval of the 
senate by a two-thirds vote before it 
becomes binding upon either Great Brit- 
fan or the United States.” 

When the senate adjourned it was with 
the understanding that the vote on 
amendments should be taken at 4 o’clock 
today. After this time no further 
amendments will be in order under the 
agreement of last week, but there is no 
fate fixed for the final vote upon the 
treaty itself. 

Senator Davis made an effort to se- 
cure unanimous consent to take the vote 
on either Friday of this week or Mon- 
day of next week, but Senator Stewart 
made objections. 

Senator Hansbrough gave notice ofa 
substitute for the entire treaty, which, 
he said, he would offer today.

Want The Hardwick Manufacturers 
to Pay 45 Cents for 8 Hours. 


There are troubles among the granite

Mr. Fletcher states that in December last 
the local cutters’ union notified the com- 
pany that it would want a new schedule on | 
March 1, but no changes were specified. 
On this latter date the company received 
an official notice that the union would in- 
Sist On the company signing the regular 
agreement in figuring on the work for the | 
Chicago Post Office, which included an 
item that wages should be 45 cents an 
bour for an eight-hour day. 

The company is a member of the New 
England Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, and is obliged to abide by a schedule } 
of prices adopted by the Barre Associa- | 
tion and Barre Uaion. 

The result of Mr. Fletcher’s conference | 
was that the committee objected to his | 
signing any individual agreement, as it| 
would be the initial step toward granting | 
an eight-hour day for granite cutters. The 
Fletchet Company is willing to sign the |

MORE BREAKS IN LEVEES, 


Thousands of Acres Along Mississippi Now 
Inundated. 

Memphis, April 1—A heavy rainfall, 
accompanied by a strong gale from the 
west, has added to the gravity of the 
flood situation in the Mississippi delta. 
There are four breaks, and each is let- 
ting in a stream as large as the Ohio 
river at Cincinnati, or the Hudson at 
Albany. This tremendous outflow has 
caused a fall of only one-tenth at Vicks- 
burg immediately below the last break. 
The rain and wind will probably cause 
more breaks. The river is now like an 
inland sea. All the forces of nature are 
against the people. The rainfall and 
wind intensifies the danger. 

On the Arkansas side the levee from 
Helena to Arkansas City is as full of 
holes as the outer wall of a fortification 
after a siege. A break at Westover oc- 
curred yesterday. One thousand men 
were at work on the levees when the 
crash came. In five minutes a gap 50 
feet wide and six feet deep was torn in 
the wall of the earth. The break grew 
until it is now several hundred feet wide. 

The Laconia circle country, a few 
miles below Westover, is under water. 
Gunnison, Miss., Rosedale and a dozen 
other small towns are under water, and 
the prospects are that the whole country 
will be inundated. Already the loss of 
cattle has been enormous. Corn had 
been planted and growing, and is under 
water, and preparation for cotton 
Was well under way. The 
ploughed earth will be swept into the 
Yazoo, and thence into the Mississippi. 
It is difficult to estimate the loss. A 
thickly settled country containing an 
area of about 4000 square miles, dotted 


with farmhouses, negro cabins and 
sinall villages, will be flooded.

Boston’s Mayor Still a Resi- 
dent of This City. 


A Boston Paper Says Alderman 
Dyar Should Seize City Hall. 


The Quincy & Boston Street Rail- 
way Reports Cause the Breeze. 


The Boston Traveler has sprung a little 
sensation, in preseuting proof that Josiah 
Quincy is still a resident of Quincy and not 
Boston, and is therefore illegally mayor of 
Boston. 

The law of the state, says the Traveler, 
requires street railway corporations to 
make an annual report to the Railroad 
Commissioners, and these reports must be 
signed and testified to by directorsin the 
same, According to the latest report of 
the said commissioners, the Braintree 
Street Railway Company in Oct. 31, 1896, 
filed with thema reportin which is the 
following: ‘‘Names and residences of 
board cf directors: John F. Merrill, 
Quincy, Mass., JoLn R. Graham, Quincy, 
Mass., Josiah Quincy, Quincy, Mass.” 

This report is certified to as follows: 
‘‘We hereby certify that the statements 
contained in the foregoing report are full 
just and true.’’ Josiah Quincy not only 
signed this report, but took oath to its 
correctness before Frederick H. Smith, 
justice of the peace. 

In the Quincy & Boston street railway 
report, also filed Oct. 31, 1896, Mayor 
Quincy also gives his residence as Quincy, 
Mass. 

Josiah was either a resident of Quincy 
when elected mayor in 1895, or has changed 
his residence to that city since election, 
for the above reports were made in 1806, 

If he was a resident of Quincy when 
elected was his election valid? If he was 
a resident of Boston when elected could he 
change his residence to Quincy and s ill 
hold the office of mayor of Boston? 

If Josiah is not legally mayor, are his 
appointments valid? These are interesting 
legal questions, and Corporation Counsel 
Andrew Jackson Bailey will find in their 
exposition full scope for his judicial mind, 

If Quincy is not legally mayor, it is to be 
presumed that the duties of the office he is 
occupying should devolve upon Chairman 
Dyar of the Board of Aldermen, who is 
qualified by law to serve as acting mayor 
in event of the disability or absence of the 
chief magistrate. If the corporation 
counsel renders an opinion adverse to 
Josiah, the people will expect Chairman 
Dyar to stand for his rights, assume the 
responsibility and exercize the power of 
his delegate office. He is a soldier and 
should therefore be brave. 

The Traveler might suggest that Mayors 
Quincy and Adams exchange; the latter 
having his residence in Boston the greater 
part of the year. 


The Great Increase in Crime, 

It is not easy to realiz2 the changes 
which have taken place in recent years in 
regard to the character and number of tbe 
inmates of the penal institutions of Massa- 


chusetts. Mr. Warren F. Spalding, secre- 
tary of the Prison Association, in a 


phamphlet just published, says that ‘In 
1833 there were almost as many commit- 
ments for debt as for crime, and all the 


} commitments for debt and crime, outside 


of Suffolk county, numbered only about 
2000 a year. In that year the entire 
number of prisoners in all the counties, 
excluding Suffolk, was only 171. Oa the 
first of January, 1897, the same counties 
had 2609 prisoners in their prisons, and the 
commitments number nearly 15,000 a year. 
If the prisons of Suffolk county are in- 
cluded, the number of inmates of county 
prisons op the first of January, 1897, is 
to be 5161. The number of commitments 
is about 26,000 a year.’’ It was such facts 
as these that led the special commission 
appointed by Gov. Wolcott to report that 
the changed condition of things made it 
necessary to put all the county prisons 
under one management, in order to secure 
classification of the prisoners.

HE SAW WASHINGTON 


'NOAM RABY ALSO HEARD HIS COUN- | 


TRY’S FATHER MAKE A SPEECH, 


A Man Who Claims to Be One Hundred 
and Twenty-five Years Old—Born In 


1772—Smokes Regularly, but Has Been | 


Drunk Only Three Times, 


There is a queer little old man in the 
poorhouse supported by Piscataway 
township, near New Brunswick, N. J., 
who claims to be the oldest man in the 
United States, if not in the world, hay- 
ing just completed his one hundred and 
twenty-fifth: year. He has been main- 
taining for 25 years that he passed the 
century mark on April 1, 1872, and 
people who have listened to his life 
story are struck by the truth of what 
the old man says. “I was 125 years old 
on April 1,’’ says Noah Raby as soon as 
he is engaged in conversation. 

His story, in his own words, is this: 

“T first saw the light in the little 
village of Eatontown, Gates county, N. 
My father’s name 
was Andrew Bass, and my mother’s 
Sara Raby. I never went to school. I 
learned to read from the Old Testament 


559-147 | and hymn books, but could never write 


my own name. When I was 6 
years old, I began to smoke. My moth- 
er used to let me light her pipe for her, 
and I grew to like the smoke and would 
sometimes smoke it myself. It never 
mude me sick, and I have smoked 120 
years. I have drunk whisky as often as 
I have smoked, and it overcame me on- 
ly three times. 

“When we lived in Carolina, my 
mother had a house made of pitch pine 
poles, notched in the end and plastered 
with mud. When Iwas7 years old, 
my mother married, and I was bound 
cut to a farmer, who lived in Virginia, 
just over the line. He had lots of slaves. 
One, known as Big Tom, was the stron- 
gest man I ever saw. The old man was 
ofiered lots of money for him, but he 
didn’t believe in selling slaves. 

“When I was 21, Widow Penelope 
Parker took me to work with her. I 
staid with her for five years, and she 
paid me $200 a year. Then I went to 


work for her daughter-in-law, Sarah 
Parker. She owned a big plantation 
with a whole lot of slaves. I thonght 
possibly I could marry her, and it 
would all be mine. This plan was all 
right, but we were never married. I

day my half brother came to 
I told him that I was in love, 


“One 


see me, 


and he advised atripto sea. I went 
Without settling up my accounts. Later 
I got leave of absence and came back. 
The young woman paid me in full and 


asked why I left so suddenly. 
told her, and then she said: 

***Faint heart never won fair lady.’ 

“Why dién’t I marry her then? Good 
reasonp—the man who took my place as 
overseer of the plantation had married 
her two weeks before. I never fell in 
love again and have always thought 
myself lucky that I didn’t. I wouldn’t 
have lived so long perhaps. 

‘**When I was in Norfolk, I heard 
Gtneral Washington speak. I don’t re- 
member just what he was talking 
about, but I know he was angry. One 
thing hesaid has stuck in my head ever 
since. It was: 

***Go fellow citizens, as you 
have been going on, and I assure you 
we shall have the devil to pay in this 
republic, and no pitch hot.’ 
what he said, and no mistake, 

‘*T didn’t want to go to war, so I left 
the navy. I've lost my discharge papers, 
and I’m sorry, forI could have got a 
pension by them, and then they’d have 
proved my age. I’ve nothing to com- 
plain of now. I’ve had enough to eat 
all my life and had a good time too.”’ 

On April 1 Noah had many caller. 
to congratulate him on reaching so great 
an age. He looks forward to his birth 
days with pleasure.—New York Jour- 
nal.

Under the Channel, 

The British government is seriously 
considering the construction of a sub- 
marine tunnel between England and 
Ireland, and a syndicate has been form- 
ed which offers to undertake the con- 
struction of the tunnel in return for 4 
state guarantee. It is estimated that 
the cost of the tunnel will amount to 
$35,000,000 and that the interest upon 
this sum, together with the working 
expenses of the tunnel when once com- 
pleted, will be about $38,000 a week. 
There is every reason to believe that 
the traffic would yield returns more 
than sufficient to cover this amount.

| MARCONI’S DISCOVERIES. 
A New Form of Encrgy That Sends Mes- 
sages Through Thick Walls, 


Within the last few months the scfen- 
tific world has been gradually waking 
| up to the immense possibilities of a re- 
| cent discovery by a young Italian named 
Marconi, who lives in London. This 
discovery promises not only to develop 
| & practical usefulness equal or superior 
| to that of Roentgen’s, which it resem- 
| bles in some respects, but also to give 
fresh stimulus to a variety of fascinat- 
ing and fruitful researches in other di- 
rections. The radiance which the Ba- 
varian professor found, it will be re- 
membered, is invisible and will pene- 
trate many opaque substances and yet 
possesses some of the properties of ordi- 
nary light—that is to say, it produces 
photographs and it will become lumi- 
nous when it falls on a certain class of 
substance called fluorescent. What Mar- 
coni has discovered is a form of energy 
which must be called ‘electric waves’’ 
| at present and which was at first con- 
founded with the so called ‘‘Hertzian’’ 
| waves, but now proves to be quite dif- 
ferent. 

This is what Marconi has actually 
done thus far: With a very modest bat- 
tery (of eight volts and three amperes), 
and with his transmitter and receiver 
placed over 800 feet apart, he senta 
message through seven or eight solid 
stone walls in the general postoffice 
building in London. Another dispatch 
was sent 134 miles across Salisbury 
plain with the same apparatus and with- 
out any connecting wire. Marconi tells 
his interviewer that he believes that 
with proper instruments a message could 
be sent through 4 miles of city build- 
ings, and perhaps 20. Indeed, he is not 
willing to declare transmission from 
London to New York impossible, al- 


though at present he does not see his | 


way clear to accomplish such a feat. 

Incidentally it may be remarked that 
60 long as the Marconi radiance is per- 
mitted to spread equally in all direc- 
tions from the generator, like light from 
alamp, it would be possible for anybody 
to pick up a message telegraphed by the 
new system if he only knew the exact 
rate of vibrations employed and had a 
receiver precisely tuned thereto. There 
would seem to be some difficulty, there- 
fore, about maintaining that secrecy 
which is usually desirable in telegraphic 
correspondence. But this difficulty can 
probably be overcome.—New York Trib- 
une. 


Solid Petroleum In Place of Coal. 
The improved process just originated 
by Dr. Henry R. Brissett of Lowell, 


Mass., for solidifying crude petroleum ! 
60 that it may be used in place of coal ; 
makes the usual claims to superior util- | 


ity for that purpose—that is, the in- 
ventor claims that it is less bulky, leaves 
little or no ash, requires no kindlings 
and possesses the absolute safety which 
petroleum ina liquid state does not and 
can be made in such sized cubes as will 
suit the purpose for which it may be 
wanted, whether qgomestic or heavy 
stoking, as for large mill plants, steam- 
ships, locomotives, etc. Further, in the 
making of steel such a product has the 
preference on account of there being ab- 
solutely no sulphur. The heat given off 
by solid petroleum is well known to be 
very great, and the cubes in question 
burn on the surface without smell or 
smoke, retaining their shape until con- 
sumed and requiring only the minimum 
amount of draft. 
An Electric Sentinel. 

A new invention is an electro-mag- 
netic sentinel for detecting the approach 
of a mass of magnetic material, particu- 
larly armor clad «...ships. The special 
object is to provide a device readily sta- 
tioned in commanding positions that 
will automatically give warning of the 
presence of battleships in that vicinity 
and thereby enable a submerged mine 
or torpedo to be exploded by a switch, 
operated either by hand or automatical- 
ly, at the moment the hostile vessel is 
above the explosive.—Popular Science 
News. 


A contributor to the British Medical 
Journal recommends nitroglycerin as 
the most positive remedy for controlling 
vomiting he has ever employed.

Crystal Sky Columns, 


An explanation of a curious optical 
phenomenon sometimes witnessed on 
| frosty nights which is called the ‘‘psen- 
do aurora,’’ is offered in Science by’ Mr. 
Goode of the Chicago university. The} 
phenomenon takes the form of beautiful 
columns of silvery light Standing ovye1 | 
| electric arc lamps and other bright 
lights and sometimes appearing almost 
to reach the zenith. Mr. says 
that sometimes the evening star has a 
bright shaft below as well as above, 
while the rising moon stands in a broad 
column of light. These ay pearances are 
due to floating frost crystals which keep 
their reflecting faces horizontal. On ex- 
amination he found that the crystals 
concerned in the exhibition were thin 
six sided plates of ice, never more than 
; One millimeter in diameter. When the

Toric.—Lessons from Christ's miracles.— 
Math. xi, 2-6; John xiv, 5-14. 

The word miracle is derived from 
which means to wonder, and 
signifies primarily that which 
excites wonder. The miracles of Christ 
are sometimes called wonders, They 
must certainly have aroused the wonder 
and amazement of all who witnessed 
them. To define a miracle so as to apply 
to every wonder is a difficult thing 
todo. But Christ’s miracles were per- 
formed contrary to the natural laws of 
the world. The testimony ig favor of 
these divine miracles is substantial. Eye- 
witnesses competent of judging have 
the wonderful events.

There is no more reason 
the miracles of Christ than any other 
part of His life. The fact is, the mira- 
cles were performed to dispel doubt and 
unbelief. 

The lessons that come to us from 
Christ’s miracles are contained in the 
purpose of miracles. 
only wonders, but also signs. God 
confirmed His word by them in both the 
old and new dispensationus. Tne sacred 
writers in both appealed to these won- 
ders as proofs that they were the true 
servants of God. In the New Testament 
it is said that God confirmed the testi- 
mouy of the apostles by sigus and won- 
ders. In bis pentecostal sermon Peter 
telis the Jews that Jesus Himself was 
approved of God by ‘miracles and 
wonders and sigus.’’ Christ constantly 
appeals to His works to prove His di- 
vine mission. *‘ihe works,’’ He says, 
“which the Father hath given Me to 
finish, the same works that I do, bear 
witness of Me that the Father hath 
sent Me’’ (John v, 20, 36). ‘‘The works 
that I do in My Father's name, they 
bear witness of Me.’’ ‘‘Though ye be- 
lieve not Me, believe the works’’ (John 
x, 25, 38). 

The purpose of miracles, therefore, 
being to prove the divine character and 
mission of Jesus Christ, their greatest 
lesson is to the weak in faith and to the 
doubting. It was in this character that 
Christ used them in both of the topical 
references. In the first instance Jobn, 
discouraged and disheartened in prison, 
sends his disciples to Christ to ask Him 
if He was indeed the Messiah, and Jesus 
said to them, ‘‘Go and show John again 
those things which ye dosee and hear— 
the blind receive their sight and the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and 
the deaf hear, and the dead are raised 
up.’? Here Christ uses miracles to 
strengthen weak faith. In the other case 
He appeals to doubting Thomas to be- 
lieve Him ‘‘for the work’s sake,’’ if for 
nothing else. God has confirmed the 
claims of His Son and our Saviour. Our 
faith shou!/®be strengthened, our doubts 
should all be removed, for that Jesus 
Christ was and is the Son of God and 
all He claimed to be has been proved by 
wonders, signs and mighty works.

The time bas arrived when it is for the 
best interest of the city to have a city 
engineer. Grades should be established on 
all street lines run out and proper bounds 
set, Assessors’ plans made, designs and

that the Commissioner of Public Works 


may have a system to work upon and} 


technical assistance. All this work iu con- 
nection with the amount of engineering 
necessary in the extension of sewers and 
water-mains, would seem to demand that 
office be created, but it may be wise to 
wait until the Sewer Commissioners have 


uearly completed their main intercepting | 


sewers. Then the city will be in posses- 
sion of a vast and valuable amount of data 
to work upon.

To bring ourselves up to the average we 
| must handle this problem as other cities do 
and that is by putting in some permanent 
| Street construction every year until all our 
main business streets are paved. The cost 
of repairs then will be very much reduced. 
Tuere is not a city that can secure granite 
block pavements as cheap as Quincy can, 
and it is surprising that there is hardly a 
city in the state that does not have more of 
this class of pavement than we. Excepting 
| granite paving blocks, there is a lack of 
jroad material suitable for road construc- 
ition. Our crushed stone and gravel are of 
very poor quality, and considerable trouble 
is experienced in obtaining from private 
parties material suitable for our repairs, 
Gravel in the Wollaston district is of very 
good quality, but costs considerable to 
buy and handle, the West Quincy district 
furnisbes very fair gravel, while in the 
Atlantic district it is almost impossible to 
obtain any atall. If the city would pur- 
chase a pit in each of these districts, it 
would undoubtedly prove a wise invest- 
ment. A good ledge of trap rock has been 
located and samples are being tested which, 
if proven satisfactory, may make it advis- 
able to put our portable crusher in con- 
dition and get out sufficient to make the 
wearing surface of our streets of trap rock 
and the foundation of stone from our 
present quarry. 

Daring the year this department has 
handled 3,490 tons broken stone at a cost 
of 85 cents per ton for material, quarrying 
and crushing, also 3362 loads of granite 
chips taken from stone sheds free of cost 
1740 loads street scrapings and 8180 loads 
of gravel of which 3465 loads were bought 
at a cost of $329.15 and 4715 loads obtained 
free from the city pit, cellars, and private

The work has been distributed all 
over the city as the most urgent needs de- 
manded without reference to the locality. 

Special attention was paid to keep- 
ing the gutters clear and clean, having 
the roads well crowned and filling ruts and 
depressions as rapidly as possible. A 
number of streets were resurfaced and 
rebuilt, some were filled and some cut 
down to make a more uniform grade, side- 
walks were graveled, curbs s'raightened, 
gutter and street paving repaired, trees 
trimmed and 104 street signs erected. A 
steam drill was introduced at the quarry, 
producing very satisfactory results and 
lessening the cost of getting out broken 
stone. 

A system of daily reports was inaugu- 
rated whereby a record is kept of the 
amount of labor and material and cost of 
same, performed on every street or public 
workin thecity. Four new streets have 
been accepted of a total length of 3,463 
giving us a total street mileage of 
654 miles containing 1,583,045 square yards. 
The cost for repairing is a trifle over 1 cent 
per square yard, 

All complaints have been investigated 
promptly and relief afforded where possible. 
Careful attention havs been given to the 
condition of horses, carts, tools, etc., and 
everything is in first class condition except 
our quarters, to which I veg to call your 
attention, Our pr esent stable is under the 
charge of the Poor department. Into this 
stable are crowded all the horses, cows, 
pigs, tools, carts and machinery belonging 
to the Board of Health, Highway, and 
| Poor departments. There are no storage 
facilities for hay and grain except a supply 
| fora week or ten days. One smal! room 
| answers for shop, tool house, harness room 
and storage room forall three departments. 
| This building is very much out of repair 
and it would cost in the vicinity of $1,200 
}to put it into shape and to enlarge for 
presents needs, Therefore I consider it 
wise toerect anew stable and set off a 
portion of the Poor farm, containing the 
gravel pit, for the exclusive use ef the 
Highway department.

@As it is quite likely the Quincy and 
Boston Street Railway Company will soon 
locate their tracks in the centre of Han- 
| cock street, I desise to callattention to the 
| fact that this street ought to be rebuilt at 
;the same time, vsing a more permanent 
| form of construction, andalso widened at 
| the bridge over the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R. As the presence of street railway 
tracks ia our streets very much increases 
the cost of maintenance, it seems but 
| right that the city should be reimbursed in 
| some manner for this increased cost. 
Many cities recognizing this fact are 
j}compelling street railway companies to 
compensate them in some form or other for 
the additional burden the city bears on 
account of the tracks. Some companies 
water the street upon which they operate 
| Cars; others assume a certain portion of the 
cost of maintenance and also cart away all 
| snow; while in many cities, particularly in 
the western states, franchises are sold to 
the highest bidder, for a term of years. 

Usually upon streets with moderate 
traflic and a thirty-foot roadway, so that 
the wear is about evenly distributed over 
| the entire surface, the 
} rare! y exc eeds two cents per square yard; 
but if a car track is put in the centre, the

The cost of maintaining a macadam sur- 
face is very great on Hancock, School, 
Franklin and Copeland streets, and I trust 
measures will be taken toward paving these 
streets with granite blocks, as I believe it 
the most economical thing to do. 

The Commissioner shows how the ap- 
propriation for highways was expended, 
making fourteen divisions. 

Other subjects to receive attention are 
street watering, and special appropriations 
for streets and public buildings.

Allen’s Cuban Resolution Passes the 
Senate After Spirited Debate, 


Senators Hoar and Hale Made 
Strong Objections. 


President Is Directed to Protest Against Exe- 
cution of Cuban Commander. 


——— 


Washington, April 6.—Senator Allen’s| that poll 


resolution regarding General Ruis 
Rivera, the Cuban patriot, now @ Span- 
ish prisoner, was adopted yesterday by 
unanimous vote in the senate. The reso- 
lution recites that it is reported that Ruis 
is to be immediately tried by drumhead 
court-martial and shot, and expresses 
the judgment of the senate that the 
president should protest to the Spanish 
government against such procedure. 
Although opposition was W ithdrawnon 
the final vote there was spirited opposi- 
tion in the early stages of the debate and 
a test vote on the comparative strength 
of the Cuban and anti-Cuban sentiment 


in the senate. The test occurred on a 
motion to refer the resolution to the 
on foreign relations. Mr. 


committee 
Hale (Rep., Me.), who has been prom- 
inently identified with the opposition to 
Cuban resolutions, made the motion to 
refer, and it was supported by Mr. Hoar 
of Massachusetts, another prominent 
fizure in the opposition to Cuban resolu- 
tions. 

The debate was very spirited, and at 
time quite personal, Mr. Allen of Ne- 
braska and Mr. Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire clashing with Mr. Hoar. The Hale 
motion to refer was defeated—21 to 27— 


and the 
Mr. Hoar and Mr. Hale refrained from 
voting. 


Another Cuban resolution comes up 
teday, that of Mr. Morgan of Alabama, 
declaring that a state of war exists in 
Cuba and recognizing both parties as 
belligerents. 

After the disposal of the Cuban ques- 
tion the day was given to speeches, Mr. 
Elkins of West Virginia speaking for two 
hours on the development of the Ameri- 


of Kentucky advocating the passage of 


bill, now before the senate. Late in the 
day a joint resolution by Mr. Bate of 
Tennessee Was agreed to, directing the 
surgeon general of tl arine hospital 
service to aid the M 
sufferers by the distribution of 
blankets, food and medicine under 
epidemic fund of 1893, and to purcl 
further supplies under the present epi- 
demic fund for similar distribution.

IN MISSISSIPPI DELTA. 


Country Flooded For Miles and Rallroad 
| Tracks In Danger of Destruction. 
| Memphis, April 7.—The feature of the 
flood condition in the Mississippi delta 
is the gradual spread of water over an 
area that hitherto was never overflowed. 
The upper crevasse in Tunica county 
is 2000 feet wide, and so great is the out- 
pour that the water from below the 
break is being drawn up and pushed 
over the fertile valley through the cre- 
Vuasse. All of the country east, / 
main line of ‘the Yazoo and Missis- 
sippi Valley road, is flooded, and in many 
places the water has gone over the 
tracks, filling the Yazoo river. The 
fall in the main channel at Helena, 
Greenville, Vicksburg and Arkansas 
| City is due to the filling up of the delta 
| and the lower White river country. If 
the lower levees of Louisiana and 
southeastern Arkansas should hold, the 
emptying of the delta and St. Fran- 
cis basin would be slow. If they break 
and the river continues to fall at Cairo, 
the upper St. Francis basin and the delta 
will be clear of water by May 5. If this 
ehould prove true, there will be no diffi- 
culty in growing cotton. But breaks in 
Louisiana and southeastern Arkansas 
will hold water in that territory until the 
middle of May, after the usual time for 
y'anting cotton in that territory.

PRIDE OF NEW NAVY, 


Battleship Towa Averages Seventeen 
Knots and Wins $200,000 Bonus, 


Result of Official Trial Most 
Gratifying to All. 


Weather and Sea Were Favorable and Every- 
thing Went Off Smoothly. 


Boston, April 8.—Under favorable con- 
ditions and to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned the United States battleship Iowa 
was given her official trial yesterday 
over the Cape Ann course, and under 
the inspection of the naval board ap- 
pointed for the purpose. 

On the trial she made an average speed 
of 17 knots over the 66-mile course, ex- 
ceeding her contract speed by one knot, 
and winning a premium of $200,000 for 
her builders. 

The Iowa is fast, able, 
easily handled. She 
armed and heavily armored. She is 
easily steered, turned and maneuvered, 
and she would give an excellent account 
of herself against any battleship afloat. 
She is a credit to the eountry, as well 
as to her builders, and she promises to 
bea prime favorite with her officers and 
men of the navy. 

The Iowa by her grand work proved 
herself to be superior to either the Mas- 
fachusetts or Indiana by a fraction of 
a knot, and is today the acknowledged 
queen of the American navy, if not the 
most formidable battleship afloat 


seaworthy and 
is powerfully 


The performance of the Iowa as com- 
pared with the other two battleships 
from Cramps’ yard was decidedly favor- 
able to the new boat, for, unlike the 
others, she had a long ground swell to 
contend with, which constantly threw 
her off the course, and must have 
knocked a few fractions of a knot off 


her speed. The big boat, however, met 
the grandly, and the mighty en- 
gines in her armored hull drove her 
through the heavy sea in grand style. 

Fifty thousand dollars depended on 
the speed on the last 50 feet; a delay 
of one ‘ond might fe off a fraction 
from 17 knots. The Idwa just did itand 
that was all. She rpshed across the 
line with not even a fraction of a second 
to spare. In fact so narrow was the 
margin that the reckoners of the trial 
board had to carry out their figures 
to the fourth decimal point in order 
to make the speed for ,the whole course 
an average of 17 knots an hour. 

Throughout the trial the boat behaved 
admirably. notwithstanding the fact 
that she dove into the seas to some ex- 
tent. The heavy turrets, placed well 
above the water line, gave her a much 
greater roll than in the case of the 
Indiana or Massachusetts, but other 
than this she was much steadier than 
the other battleships. 

The tidal corrections will not cut the 
17 knots, but on the other hand will 
probably increase it to some slight ex- 
tent, but not enough to increase it 
another quarter of a knot, oradd another 
$50,000 to the already large premium. 

The Iowa anchored off Boston light 
and remained there all night, leaving at 
5 o’clock this morning for Philade!phia.

Ohio E le ctrocution Postponed. 

Columbus, O., April 8.—Although Goy- 
ernor Bushnell refused to commute the 
sentence of William Haas, the Cincin- 
nati rapist dnd murderer, the electro- 
cution did not take place this morning. 
Yesterday afternoon, while a final test of 
the electrical machinery was being made, 
the dynamo was broken. The machin- 
ery had been tested five times previ- 
ously, and the dynamo had carried 1500 
to 1600 volts readily. As no one was in 
the dynamo room at the time of the acci- 
dent except the prisoners detailed to 
take care of the machine, some of the 
officials suspected the dynamo had been 
tampered with, but the prisoners denied 
the imputation. The condemned man 
has been granted a respite until April 21. 
Contrary to previous customs, the death 
warrant was read to Haas yesterday 
afternoon.

BRYAN PICKED UP UNCONSCIOUS 


Falls and €Ex-Candidate Is 
Painfully Injured. 

st. Augustine, Fla., April 9.—Hon. W.

Colonel Shafter Promoted, 

Washington, April 9.—The president 
yesterday nominated Colonel William 
Rufus Shafter, first infantry, to be briga- 
dier general. Colonel William R. Shafter 
entered the army at the opening of the 
war as a volunteer, being first lieuten- 
ant of the Seventh Michigan volunteer 
infantry, and served throughout the 
entire war withcredit. He was breveted 
colonel for gallant services at the battle 
of Fair Oaks, Va., and brigadier general 
of volunteers for services during the 
war. In July, 1866, he 
lieutenant colonel of the Forty-first in 
fantry in the regular establishment, and 
became control of the First infantry in 
March, 1897. He has held that command 
ever since. His present station is at 
San Francisco, where he has acted as 
commander of the department of Cali- 
fornia during the absences of Genera 
Forsythe. He is the senior colonel of 
the line. 


Resume of Flood Situation, 
Washington, April 9.—Reports from

The flood water now in western Mis- 
sissippi is just beginning to return to 
the Mississippi river through the Yazoo 
and Millikens landing, a few miles to the 
north. The gradually increasing strain 
expected during the next few days on the 
Louisiana side, opposite the place where 
the Yazoo floods returned to the Missis- 
sippi, renders it possible that the levees 
may break and the flood pour through 
into northeastern Louisiana, in which 
ease it Is possible that much, if not all, 
of the area in Louisiana formerly covered 
by floods will be flooded again this year. 
Heroic work is now being done on the 
levees of northern Louisiana, and it is 
hoped that they will be held intact. 

Special river bulletin—The following 
reports were received last night from 
the department of agriculture weather 
bureau officials in charge of river dis- 
tricts: 

St. Louis—Expect a slow fall in rivers 
in this district for a day or two. Stage 
after that time depending on storm con- 
dition westward. On Saturday, Wise 
levee, opposite Alton, broke, and a num- 
ber of farms flooded.

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SPREADING THE COSPEL. 


Statistics Presented at Annual Meeting ol 
American Tract Society. 

Washington, April 12.—The Washing- 
ton annual meeting of the Tract society 
was held last night in the West Street 
Presbyterian church, Senator Burrows 
presiding. 

Rey. Judson Swift, field secretary of 
New York, presented a brief report of 
the society's work. 

The report called attention to the fact 
that 30,000,000 of the population are out- 
side the church, and that there was 
no more important work to be done in 
this country than that of carrying the 
gospel truth to these millions. Itstated 
that the American Tract society pub- 
lished evangelic truth in 153 languages 
and dialects. The total number of vol- 
umes in all languages published in New 
York reaches 31,500,000, the total num- 
ber of books and tracts nearly 500,000,000, 
and the total periodicals over 200,500,- 
000. 

Through its missionary colportage, the 
report says, the society has carried the 
gEoespel truth to the out-of-the-way 


the cities. “It has gone into the lumber 
camps, the mining regions and the 
sparsely settled districts, leaving the 
Christly message among those people 
who were entirely destitute of all re- 
ligious priviledges. Hundreds of Sun- 
day have been organized and 
devotional services held in log cabins, 
schoolhouses and oftentimes in the 
open air. The whole number of family 
visits made since the society began its 
house-to-house work 14,500,000, 
and the number of families prayed 
with or conversed with on religious 
subjects amounts to nearly 8,500,000. 
It is impossible to tell the far-reaching 
results of this noble work. Thousands 
and tens of thousands have been won 
to Christ through its instrumentality.”

“The Armenian revolutionists,” added 
the Turkish minister, “are now seeking 
in every way to provoke the disturbance 
at different points of the empire, with 
a view to increasing the embarrasment 
of the Turkish government, owing to 
the affairs of Crete and Greece. Con- 
sequently all the provincial authorities 
have been urged to watch, day and 
night, that no acts likely to give rise to 
any disturbing incident among the 
Mussulmans and Christians may occur.”

Tariff Bill Will Pass. 

Washington, April 13.—The Republican 
managers in the senate have no doubt 
about the passage of the tariff bill when 
they get it in shape, and they do not ex- 
pect to have to concede all the demands 
of the Western high protectionists in 
order to get it through. They will prob 
ably have to make concessions, In the 
nature of compromises in the duties or 
wool and lead ore, but they do not expect 
to concede the tax on hides which the 
western Kepublican senators are de- 
manding. When the time for a _ vote 
comes the Republican managers will 
have a majority of the senate. Senator 
Kyle, and possibly Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada, will support the bill directly, and 
if this does not give the bill a majority 
in the senate, with or without the cast- 
ing vote of Vice President Hobart 
enough of the opposition senators wil 
refrain from voting to make the Repub- 
lican vote a majority of those answering 
to the roll-call. When the managers 
have completed their negotiations and 
made all reasonable concessions, they 
will insist upon unanimous support from 
the McKinley Republicans as a party 
measure, and expect to have no difficulty 
in keeping every regular Republican in 
line.

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FLOOD SITUATION. 


Levee In Louisiana Breaks---Retief Work In 
Progress---Water Stationary. 
Memphis, April 13.—The mighty sweep 
of the waters south of Vicksburg has 
at last had its effect upon the lower 
levees, and a telegram from Tallulah, 
La., reports that the levee which pro- 
tects Davis island has given away and 
the town In all probability will be flood- 
ed. Twenty-five hundred people in- 
habit Davis island, which consists of 
about 5000 acres of land. The place is 

situated in Warren county, Miss. 

Throughout the upper delta the flood 
situation shows little change since last 
reports. The work of government re- 
Hef has been actively inaugurated. 
Many poor people are being fed and 
housed at Greenfield, Rosedale, Helena, 
Friar's point and other points along the 
river. A relief steamer is now plying 
up the St. Francis river with food and 
forage for man and beast. 

At Helena the river has fallen two- 
tenths ofa foot. The weather observer 
at that point says that a steady fallis 
noted in the river, despite the rise at 
Cairo and upper river points. The 
Williamson crevasse has widened con- 
siderably, but the velocity of the water 
has been checked and no further breaks 
are feared. 

At Greenville the river is stationary. 
Captain H. C. Martin, representing the 
secretary of war, arrived at Greenville 
yesterday and is thoroughly investis 
ting the needs of the overflowed suf- 
ferers in that territory. Fi 
negroes in Washington county alone are 
penniless and must be taken care of. 


WAR WITH TRANSVAAL. 


Sensation Created by Speech of Sir George J. 
Goschen at London. 

London, April 13.—The speech of the 
first lord of the admiralty, George J. 
Goschen, at the farewell banquet ten- 
dered on Saturday to Sir Alfred Milner, 
the newly appointed high commissionet 
of Great Britain in South Africa, has 
produced a great sensation, and thé 
imminence of war between Great Bri- 
tain and the Transvaal is the common 
talk of the street. 

Referring to the presence of Britisr 
blue jackets and marines in Soutt 
Africa, Mr. Goschen said: 

“They are there torepresent Sir Alfreé 
Milner, British power in South Africa 
They are the guarantee to him and tc 
our colonies, to the loyal men who sup 
port British rule, that this country is 
determined to maintain its supremacy 
in those quarters, and that it will bach 
its high commissioner with the power ot 
the British empire.” 

A dispatch from Capé Town confirms 
the report, apparently, of the « atet 
of the British war vessel to De lagoa bay 
The British varship Raccoon sailed yes- 
terday from Cape Town under seals 
orders.

are pleased at Gov. Wolcott’s veto of the 
act relative to the sale of pure alcohol by 


dealers in paints and chemicals. The bill 
was so brief that it is given in full, 
SEcTION 1— Dealers in paints and 


dealers in chemicals may sell pure alcoho! 
for mechanical or chemical purposes, but 
for no other purpose. 


SECTION 2-This act sball take effect on 
its passage. 

The Governor says in his message: 

“The bill is a radical departure from the 
policy of existing statutes regulating the 
sale of alcohol and I am unable to believe 
that its scope and effect were fully consid- 
ered by the legislature. It is unnecessary 
to discuss the question whether it would be 
wise to permit the sale of alcohol by 
dealers in paints and chemicals for 
mechanical purposes under the same re- 
strictions as those which apply to such 
sales by druggists, Such are not the pro- 
visions of this bill, It permits such sales 
without any restrictions whatever, as to 
time, place or manner, 

“‘ Under the provisions of statutes 1896, 
chapter 397, no sale of alcohol can lawfully 
be made by druggists except upon the cer- 
lificate of the purchaser that the same is 
for mechanical, medicinal or chemical 
purposes. This certificate must be can- 
celled at the time of sale. The druggist 
must also keep a book in which he shall 
enter at the time of such sale the date 
thereof, the name of the purchaser, who 
shall also sign his name in said book as 
part of said entry, the quantity and price 
of said alcohol and the residence and 
number of the purchaser. This book and 
the certificates shall at all times be open to 
the inspection of the officers of the police. 
A penalty is provided for the making of a 
false certificate or entry and the making of 
a sale without such certificate and entry is 
made punishable by fine or imprisonment. 

‘These wholesome regulations are in- 
tended to secure control and supervision 
of the business, and to enforce compliance 
with the provisions of the statutes which 
limit sales of alcohol by druggists to cases 
where it is required for medicinal, me- 
chanical or chemical purposes, Without 
such regulations it would be difficult, if not 
impossible, to limit its sale, 

“It is unfortunately true that there are 
many whose appetites are so abuormal that 
| they will, if they can, buy alcohol for use 
as a beverage ; and it has been found that 
when its sale is permitted for a harmless 
and useful purpose, the temptation to 


make sales to persous who seek to buy it| 


for purposes ef intoxication is such as to 
render necessary safeguards like those now 
Without such safeguards convic- 


business of selling alcobol, are wholly 
So radical a departure 
from the policy of existing statutes is not 
to be sanctioned without strong reasons of 
policy or necessity, Which I do not find to 
exist. 

‘**On the contrary, I think the provisions 
of the bill, if allowed to become a law, 
would tend largely to take away the con- 
trol and oversigbt of the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, which it is the wise policy of | 
the Commonwealtb Lo preserve.”

They K ew Farmer Teele Had Money and 
They Got It. 

Waltham, Mass., April 14.—One of the 
most sensational robberies ever known 
in this vicinity occurred last evening 
at a lonely farmhouse on the outskirts 
of the town.

The Wool Market. 

Boston, April 14.—There is yet con- 
siderable wool being sold, the business 
for the past week footing up in ex- 
cess of 6,000,000 pounds, about equally 
divided between domestic and fore 
Since Jan. 1, the sales reported have 
been about 110,000,000 pounds, showing 
an increase in business of nearly 79,000,- 
600 pounds over the same period las 
year. This year is far beyond the nor- 
mal, and of course is all due to the spe- 
cial conditions which have prevailed thus 
far this year, owing to the tariff pros- 
pects. Manufacturers have loaded 
themselves with the raw material to 


about their full capacity, while during 
the past few weeks speculation among 
dealers has been quite a factor in the 
sales. In this way a large amount of 
wool has been sold of late that has not 
gone out of the market, but simply 
changed ownership. The sales of terri- 
tory wools shows a falling off from the 
previous liberal business, but this is 
due in part to the stronger fact that 
stocks available have been consider- 
ably cut into.

President's dessage on Paris Exposition. 

The president sent the following mes- 
Bage to the senate: 

To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I transmit, herewith for 
the consideration of the respective 
houses of congress, a report of the sec- 
retary of state, representing the appro- 
priateness of early action in order that 
the government of the United States 
may be enabled to accept the invitation 
of that of the French republic to par- 
ticipate in the universal exposition to 
be held in Paris in 1900. The recom- 
mendations of this report have 
my most cordial approval, and I urge 
upon the congress such timely provis- 
jon for this great international enter- 
prise as will fittingly respond to the 
widely testified wish and expectation 
of our inventors and producers, that 
they may have adequate opportunity 
again, as in the past, to fortify the im- 
portant positions they have won inthe 
world’s competitive flelds of discovery 
and industry. Nor are the traditional 
friendships of the United States and 
France, and the mutual advantages to 
accrue from their enlarged commercial 
intercourse, less important factors than 
the individual interests to be fostered 
by renewed participation in a great 
French exposition, especially when it 
is remembered that the present display 
is projected with a degree of complete- 
ness and on a scale of magnificence be- 
yond any of the European exhibitions 
that have marked (he close of the cen- 
tury.

FLOOD REPORTS. 


Situation Along the Mississippi Remains Un- 
chang2d--No New Breaks In Levees. 
Memphis, April 15.—The river contin- 
ues to slowly rise at Vicksburg and all 
points south, and the situation along the 
Louisiana system of levees is acute. The 
waters are being hurled guifward with 
tremendous force, and several thousand 
men are working night and day in the 
effort to hold the embankments intact. 
Reports from the overflowed Missis- 
gippi delta are not encouraging. The ex- 
pected fall in the waters has not oc- 


curred. Many planters express the fear 


that the flood will not recede until June, | 


too late to plant this year’s crop. Much 
suffering still exists in the Sunflower and 
Bogue country, where hundreds of ne- 
groes have deserted their cabins and are 
huddled on the high ground. 

Many cabins are submerged to their 
very roofs, while several have been swept 
from their foundations and carried away 
by the current. On a plantation 10 
miles west of Helena, Sylvester Sanders, 
a colored tenant, his wife and five chil- 
dren, were overwhelmed by the current 
and all perished. 

Near Greenville two were 
drowned in an attempt to reach the land. 
Word had reached Vicksburg during the 
day that many negroes were in imminent

CHINESE MISSIONS. 


Missionary White, Who Sailed Fifty Years Ago, 
Tells of Work Among Heathens. 

Boston, April 16.—The 50th anniver- 
sary of sending Methodist missionaries 
to China was observed in the Bromfield 
Methodist Episcopal church last night. 
A feature of the occasion was the pres- 
ence of several Chinese members of the 
Sunday school, who sang both in Eng- 
lish and Chinese. 

Bishop Foster, who presided, said that 
Just 60 years age Rev. M. C. White, M. 
D., sailed from Boston for China. He 
then introduced Dr. White, who is now 
connected with Yale university. 

Dr. White gave an account of the 
carly work of the missions, speaking of 
his coadjutor, Rev. Judson D. Collins, 
who has since died. 

Rev. Dr. S. L. Baldwin, another mis- 
aiomary from China, said the whole mis- 
sionary movement really started in 
1835, in Wasleyan university, Middleton, 
Oonn. He said he went to China later 
than Dr. White, but the vpyage was 
147 days long. In 20 years after the first 
missionaries went to China, there were 
only 421 converts. In 1877 there were 
more than 3000. Since then the work 
has grown; there are native teacherspnd 
preachers. In 1887 there were between 
4000 and 5000 converts. Now in the 
Foo Chow conference there are 7000 con- 
verts, and in China 2083 communicants.

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Striker Stabbed. 

Lynn, Mass., April 16.—The first as- 
sault case in connection with the labor 
trouble at the factory of Williams & 
Clarke occurred last night. James T. 
Doyle, one of the striking union men, 
received a slight cut from a dagger in 
the hands of Michael E. Papazian. Pap- 
azian and another Armenian, non-union 
men, had just left work when Doyle and 
John Walker, both union men, stepped 
up to them with the purpose, so they 
claim, of persuading the Armenians to 
quit. Not many words had passed 
before Papazian made a lunge with a 
dagger at Walker, but missed him, strik- 
ing Doyle. The weapon made a slight 
cut in Doyle’s shoulder blade, and then 
ranged down the back, ripping his cloth- 
ing. The Armenians ran down the 
street, followed by acrowd. Both were 
captured by the police. 


Massachusetts Legislature, 

Boston, April 16.—Reconsideration of 
the rejection of the school teachers’ re- 
tirement fund bill was refused by the 
house yesterday. The bill making 
changes in the penalty for selling in- 
toxicating liquor to minors was also re- 
jected. A bill imposing a penalty for the 
second offense of stealing a bicycle 
valued at $10 of imprisonment fm state 
prison not exceeding five years or by 
fine not less than $100, or by imprison- 
tment in jail for not less than three 
months, was passed. Three telephone 
bills, one to allow telephone companies 
to use the wires and other property of 
other telephone companies, and two for 
the appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate the rates and charges for tele- 
phone service, and the Kennedy petition 
for legislation relative to tolls and ren- 
tals, were killed. A fourth bill, which 
also received an adverse committee re- 
pert, and which provided for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to regulate 
the charges made for telephone service 
In the state, was tabled. The bill to al- 
low street railway companies to carry 
trushed stone for the repair of the 
streets was killed in the senate.

Judge James J, Storrow Expires 
In Congressional Library. 


Was Attorney For Venezuela 
In Boundary Dispute. 


A Native of Boston and Widely Known as 
an Able Advocate. 


Washington, April 16.—J. J. Storrow, 
the eminent Boston lawyer, dropped 
dead of vertigo at the Congressional 
library yesterday afternoon. 

Judge Storrow took an important part 
in the proceedings incident to the arbi- 
tration treaty between the governments 
of Great Britain and Venezuela for the 
settlement of the boundary line dispute. 
He was appointed special counsel by the 
Venezuelan government to represent it, 
and his brief was considered one of the 
clearest and best presentations on the 
boundary question that was prepared. 
Atter Minister Andrade and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote had agreed on the terms ofa 
treaty Mr. Storrow accompanied the 
former to Venezuela, when the treaty 
was presented to the president of that 
country. The deceased returned to the 
United States with Mr. Andrade, and 
since then spent most of his time in 
Washington. He appeared to bein good 
health, and his sudden death was a great 
shock to his friends. 

Mr. Storrow returned to the city yes- 
terday morning from a visit to Old Point 
Comfort, Va., where his wife now is. 
The body was late last night taken to 
the residence of Hon. Gardiner G. Hub- 
bard.

Judge Storrow's Career. 

Boston, April 16.—James J. Storrow 
was born in this city, July 29, 1837. His 
father was a prominent member of the 
bar, and young Storrow took up the 
Same profession, graduating from the 
Harvard law school in 1858 and being ad- 
mitted to practice in 1860. The following 
year he married Anne M. Perry of An- 
dover, by whom he had three children, 
one of them, James J. Storrow, Jr., being 
also a graduate of Harvard. Mrs. Stor- 
row died in 1865, and in 1873 Mr. Storrow 
married again, his second wife being 
Miss Anne E. Dexter of Brookline, who 
survives him. 

Mr. Storrow was undoubtedly the 
greatest authority on telegraph and 
telephone law in the country, if not in the 
world. He acted as leading counsel for 
the American Bell Telephone company, 
from almost the inception of the con- 
cern, preparing all the famous cases be- 
fore the different United States courts 
and appearing in every one of the final 
appeal cases before the supreme judicial 
court. So closely was he identified with 
the Bell telephone interests that he spent 
a considerable portion of his time in 
Washington, where he was elther ac- 
tively engaged before the court or in the 
patent office. He was an intimate friend 
of ex-Secretary Olney, both socially and 
in a business way.

Albany, April 16.—The passage by the 
assembly of the liquor tax amendments 
in precisely the form as they passed the 
senate, now sends them to the governor.

Washington, April 16.—The silver 
Democrats in the senate threaten to op- 
pose the confirmation of Hon. John W. 
Ross as commissioner of the District of 
Columbia. Mr. Ross has held this office 
for eight years and has been renomi- 
nated by the president as the Democratic 
member of the board. When the nomi- 
nation was taken up in the committee on 
the District of Columbia Senator Bacon 
objected on the ground that Mr. Ross 
is not now a Democrat. Further con- 
sideration was postponed, and Mr. Bacon 
did not enter into an explanation. It is 
understood, however, that in making the. 
opposition Mr. Bacon represented an or- 
ganized movement among the silver 
forces in the senate who take the post!- 
tion that support of Mr. Bryan and of the 
Chicago platform fs the test of Democ- 
racy.

A FORMER RESIDENT. 


Clift Rogers Dies at Marshfield 
in His 91st Year. 


Mr. Clift Rogers, formerly of Quincy, 
died at his home in Marshfield Tuesday 
night in his 91st year. Mr, Rogers has 
been ailing for some time but it was but 
recently that his ailment developed into 
dropsy, which with his old age was the 
cause of his death, 

One of Mr. Rogers last acts was to 
give the sum of $5,000 to the Clift 
Rogers Library Association which was 
formed to establish a library at Marshfield 
Hills. 

Mr. Rogers was born in Marshfield and 
at the age of 18 years he came to Quincy. 
He was then a poor boy and he covered 
the distance on foot, Arriving in Quincy 
he learned the trade of a tanner and 
currier of Francis Williams, afterwards 
going into the business for himself, bis 
shop being on Hancock street nearly 
opposite Tilton’s store. 

He carried on business for himself until 
1852, when he and Mr. Williams went Into 
the leather business in Boston under the 


firm name of Williams «& Rogers, This | 


firm was later disolved and he formed a 
copartnership with Francis M. Johnson 
and Albert Thompson, under the firm 
name of Rogers, Johnson & Thompson. 
This firm was disolved in 1859 and became 
Rogers, Richards & Co. 

He retired from business in Jan. 1866, 
and in the fall of that year he purchased 
an estate at Marsbfleld where he has since 
resided, 

He married Eleanor Baxter of Quincy 
who died several years ago.

EASTER LILIES. 


How a Woman Raised Flowers and Re- 
gained Her Health. 

We were about stranded, and “there 
Was no use in trying to blink the fact. 
The doctor had sent us to Bermuda, and 
the last thing he had said to me was 
that if my mother couldn’t get well 
there she could not anywhere. 
what made it seem so hard, after a stay 
of three mouths, when I found our mon- 
ey nearly gone and mother yet weak, 
though convalescent. Another six 
months, we felt, would bring the ines- 
timable blessing of renewed health. But 
how were we to stay when there seemed 
to be nothing to stay on?

Board of Trade to Abolish 
Board of Director. 


All Business to be Done in Open 
Meeting by Corporation. 


A Report from Committee on Whole- 
sale Granite Company. 


There was a larger attendance and a new 
interest in the meeting of the Board of 
Trade last evening. Representative James 
Thompson, one of the vice presidents, pre- 
sided at the opening, but President Adams 
arrived later and took the chair. 

The special committee appointed to con- 
sider the by-laws reported several amend 
ments, the most important of which were: 
The abolishment of the board of directors, 


providing that all business should be 
transacted by the corporation at its 
meetings. The reduction of the annual 


dues from $5 to $3 and the striking out of 
the membership fee. Change of meeting 


night from second ‘Tuesday to second 
Friday. Providing tbat the standing 
committees shall be elected instead of 
appointed, 


Each of the amendments were taken up 
and given one reading, and will receive 
final action at the next meeting. 

Otber amendments were proposed and 
advanced a stage. These provide for a 
committee of three on membership, and a 
committee of three on arbitration. Also 
that 15 instead of 9 shali constitute a 
quorum. Most of the amendments were 
discussed, 

After the matter of amendments to the 
by-laws had been disposed of Hon. John 
F, Merrill, for the committee appointed 
to confer with the Granite Manufacturers’ 
committee in relation to the Wholesale 
Granite Company, reported that up to the 
present time subscriptions had been received 
amounting to $5,300 and it was thought 
this amount could be increased to $10,000 
If $5,000 could be raised among the busi- 
ness men outside of the granite business it 
would warrant starting the corporation, as 
the sum required was $15,000. It was 
estimated if no business was done the first 
year it would cost $9,000. 


he committee suggested that the matter 
be placed in the bands of the Board of 
Trade to solicite subscriptions outside of 
the granite industry and then go back to 
the Granite Manufacturers Association, 

The report of the committee was ac- 
cepted. 

Upou motion of Alexander Marnock it 
was voted that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed from this Board of Tradeto act 
with a committee from the Manufacturers 
Association to solicit subscriptions from 
the business community outside of the 
granite men. 

Upon motion of John R. Graham the 
chairman was given until the next meeting 
to make appointment. 

Adjourned until next Friday evening.

In 1886 there came a revival.of the 
flower hat.

Memphis, April 21,—The river at Vicks- 
burg, Helena, Natchez, and ‘rom St. 
Joseph, La., to Bayou Sara, La., is re- 
ported either stationary orfalling. This 
condition is the result of the vast amount 
ef water passing through the crevasse 
at Biggs and Reeds levees above Nat- 
chez and at Hancock's below. The 
levees in the immediate vicinity of Nat- 
chez continue to hold under the great 
strain, but this is now of little interest 
to the planters in Concordia, Tensas and 
Madison parishes, as the water, backed 
up from the breaks above and below, will 
goon flood the rich lands of these par- 
lshes, and the result will be almost as 
disastrous as if other breaks should oc- 
cur. 

The Red and Tensas rivers are now 
swelling and almost running over their 
banks, and they will begin spreading 
over a section of 30 miles to the interior

Insurance Report, 

Boston, April 22.—Insurance Commis- 
sioner Merrill has issued the 42nd annual 
report on fire and marine ifsurance. The 
companies now transacting business 
in this state number 203, of which. 13 
were adnaitted this year. Of these, 54 
are state mutuals, three state mutual 
marine, six state joint stock, 91 are com- 
Fanies of other states, and 36 are 
branches of foreign companies. Thir- 
teen companies have ceased to do busi- 
ness in this state, of which two have 
reinsured, one had its license revoked, 
in one the stockholders voted to dis- 
solve, and nine—all of them the new 
mercantile mutuals, above referred to— 
Went into the hands of receivers. The 
report strongly defends the arbitration 
provision of the existing law, and com- 
mends the work of the state fire mar- 
shal's office.

| CONGREGATIONAL Now, 


‘Park and Down Society Transfer 
Property to Congregational Union. 


There was an ioteresting and lively 
meeting of the Park and Downs Union 
Society at the chapel, on Rawson road, 
Tuesday evening. The occasion was a 
special meeting of the society to consider a 
proposition to turn the society over to the 
Congregationalist denomination. 

The question was on the acceptance of 
the offer of the Wollaston Congregational 
church to guarantee the society a resident 
pastor on the condition that they first 
become regulariy connected with the 
Congregational denomination by trans- 
ferring the church property in trust to the 
Congregational Church Union. 

There was a division of opinion among 
the members as to the best course to 
pursue, some expressing a wish to accept 
the offer of the Congregationalists and 
others desiring the society to remain as it 
is, and always has been, a union (non-sec- 
tarlan) society. 

After an hour or more discussion it was 
put to a vote, which resulted in the 
acceptance of the proposition.

REPULSED THE TURKS. 
Greek Forces a aes Back at 
Danai A’ter Hard Fight, 


Certain That Turks Have Not 
Taken Tyrnavo. 


Battles Raging All Along the Frontier---Reports 
Very Conflicting. 


Headquarters of the Greek Army, La- 
rissa, April 23.—The latest advices as to 
the situation at Damasi show that on 
Sunday the Turks made a sortie from the 


town and attacked the Greek position 
at Boughasi pass and Sideropoluki. Af- 
ter severe Eghting. the Greeks drove the 
Turks back across the frontier, with a 
loss of five guns 

Four hundred members of the Foreign 


Legion, including 26 Englishmen, under 
Captain Birch, arrived here on Tuesday. 
They were rece d with a great demon- 
stration, which was repeated on their de- 
parture for the front in the In- 
tense enthusiasm was caused among the 
Creeks when Englishmen sang the 
national war songs 

The Greek evzones and a mountain 
battery, having ascended the mountains 
east of the St. George monastery, were 
taken by the Turks on the flank. After 
a severe fight, lasting many hours, the 
Turks, who on Monday had driven the 
Greeks from Marti and Ligara, brought 
280 Circassian cavalry from Elassona. 
This was on Tuesday. The Circa 
began to extend into the plain; but 
flanked by the Greek battery (Colonel 
Masfropas’) and by the evzones, they 
were compelled to fall back on Ligara, 
with great loss 

A portion of the fleeing Turks have 
recrossed the Milouna pass, toward 
Elassona. The Greek infantry, extend- 
ing in a semi-circle from Tyrnavo to 
Karavali, and supported by artillery, all 
well handled, after a hard day's fighting, 
drove back the Turks upon Ligara. It is 
understood that the latter are retreating 
in force toward Elassona 

The in which the Turks 
are held is shown by the stampede of the 
whole population on the frontier. The 
villages and roads to Larissa are literally 
blocked with fugitives, herds of cattle, 
horses and donkeys, women and chil- 
dren on foot, old women, carrying chairs, 
beds and household gear on their backs, 
on donkeys, in ox wagons and in every 
conceivable sort of vehicle : 

The scene is heartrending, and re- 
minds one of Pliny’s description of the 
flight from Pompeii, after the eruption 
of Mt. Vesuvius

It is said that very 
important decisions were taken. 

The eustern squadron has bombarded 
Katerina and destroyed the custom 
house and other public byildings. 

The western squadron has bombarded 
Mourto, north of Prevesa, and captured 
a Turkish steamer. 

A dispatch from Larissa says that the 
Greek artillery at Reveni were reinforced 
and have reduced Vigla tosilence. This 
will enable the brigades of Colonel 
Smolenitz and Colonel Dimopoulos to 
unite in a movement toward Darnzi. 

A severe struggle continues at Bou- 
ghazi, where Colonel Dimopolous is, and 
the latest reports from Mati confirm the 
news of the retreat of the Greeks from 
Nezeros, with considerable loss. They 
have fallen back to Mayrychori, which 
is well fortified. 

It appears that the capture of Fort 
Salagora, on the gulf of Arta, was ef- 
fected by the joint attack of a Greek 
column from Bani and cavalry from 
Arta. 

There has been a good deal of revolver 
fighting in the streets here. It is re- 
ported that some of the wounded sol- 
@iers from the battle at Gritzovall say 
that their wounds were caused by splin- 
ters from rocks struck by Turkish shells, 
which never exploded. 

The retreat of the Greeks from Nez- 
eros to Mayrychor! is regarded as a 
most important movement. Mary- 
chori is about 20 miles south in the 
direction of Larissa. 


VIA LONDON. 


London, April 23.—The war news re- 
ceived from the special correspondents 
of the London papers is meagre and 
somewhat conflicting. The only cer- 
tainty seems to be that Tyrnavo has not 
yet fallen, but Nezeros is in the hands of 
the Turks. 

According to The Times’ correspond- 
ent at Athens, the result of the fighting 
which is raging furiously at Mat! will 
decide the fate of Larissa; and if the 
Turks capture Mati, Tyrnavo must fall. 

A telegram from Larissa says that 
10,000. Turks are engaged, and that 
Crown Prince Constantine has arrived 
on the scene of action. The Greeks are 
maintaining their positions. 

All the dispatches from Athens admit 
that the situation is extremely grave. 
Fighting appears to be going on along 
the whole frontier line. It is rumored 
that King George will start for Larissa 
on Monday next.

neet has sailed trom Loucas rér Me coast 
of Epirus, with the design of fomenting 
a revolt among the Albanians. 

It is said that Hafa Pasha will resign 
the command of the Turkish fleet if it 
it is ordered to leave the Dardanelles. He 
is said to have declared the vessels 
“quite unfit for active operations.” 

A dispatch to The Daily Chronicle 
from Athens says that the Greeks have 
held their own positions and destroyed 
the Turkish cavalry at Mati. German 
officers were seen fighting with the 
Turks, in German uniforms. 

The report is confirmed that a bridge 
and two tunnels at a junction of the 
Salonica-Constantinople railway have 
been blown up, and the working of the 
line will be seriously interrupted for sey- 
eral months. 

A dispatch to The Morning Post from 
Karvaseara says it is reported that civil 
war has broken out among the Turks in 


Prevesa, and that the surrender of the 
town is expected hourly. 

The Standard’s Constantinople corre- 
spondent describes the Turkish fleet, 
and characterizes its appearance as 
ridiculous. He says that 6-inch guns are 
the heaviest carried. The captains of all 
the war vessels in the Dardanelles, in- 
cluding the torpedo boat, sent a round 
robin to Hafa Pasha, declaring the fleet 
unfit for sea. The vessels have, there- 
fore, been ordered to return, but singly, 
SO as not to attract public attention. 

Orders have been given to mobilize the 
redifs of the Fourth army corps, and 20 
battalions of redifs of the Second army 
corps. 

It is reported that Ahmed Moukhtar 
Pasha has been ordered to leave Egypt 
forthwith for the scene of action. 

It is also reported that the plan of 
campaign approved by the sultan, to 
take effect after the capture of Larissa. 
is to divide the army into two corps, one 
of which is to march by way of Voloand 
the other »y a westerly route, and the 
two to unite at Athens, which {s to be 
occupied and held until heavy indemnity 
is paid 


IN MILOUNA PASS. 


Milouna Pass, April 23.—Everywhere 
among the Turkish troops there is the 
same enthusiasm. Two Albanian regi- 
ments, having driven the Greeks from 
their position, pursued them to a little 
spur of a mountain, overlooking the 
plains. The pursult was against the 
orders of the officers. It was impossible 
to restrain them. They still hold the 
spur, declaring that it is impossible for 
a Turkish soldier to retreat. 

Nechat’s division has now been fight- 
ing for five days, but the more his gol- 
diers fight the more they want to fight. 
Nechat Pasha is a commander of great 
ability. He knows this country perfect- 
ly, having done service on the frontier 
in 1886, when he surrounded and cap- 
tured a whole Greek battalion. 

Military reasons prevent the corre- 
spondents from describing the Turkish 
Plan of attack upon the plain until the 
attack begins, but it is evident that the 
Greeks will be at a great disadvantage. 
Edhem Pasha and his staff, on the 
heights, are able to see every little move- 
ment of the Greeks; while the Greek 
general on the plain can see the Turks 
only when they are attacking. The Turks 
are well furnished with cavalry, scouts 
and artillery horses, as well as forage. 

The Standard’s Athens correspondent 
Says that the Greeks at Mati repulsed a 
charge of 3000 Turkish cavalry, with 
great loss to the Turks. Crown Prince 
Constantine was present. 

A dispatch to The Standard from 
Cerfuo says that the Greek squadron, 
while passing along the coast, was fired 
upon by the Turkish garrison at Murto, 
north of Prevesa, and replied by shell- 
ing the battery, killing several Turks. 
The Greeks sustained no loss. 

The Athens correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle says: I learn on good 
authority that the powers are already 
assuming that Turkey will be victorious, 
and are discussing ways and means of 
settling matters after the war is ended 
One dictatorial power proposes that th 
Greek dominions shall be curtailed, the 
said power retaining one district as a 
bond for the payment of the Greek debt 
to it. 

The fighting at Kritiri continues in a 
desultory way. The Greeks’ position, de- 
fended by earthworks and forts, is the 
last position on the heights, but not im- 
portant, because a large Greek army is 
now massed on the plain as a good dis- 
tance. 

To understand the position, it is neces- 
sary to compare the line of mountains t« 
the letter A. The Greeks hold the ex- 
treme point inside, while the Turks on 
the two lines dangerously menace the 
Greek position, which will become un- 
tenable as soon as the Turks advance. 

Nechat Pasha still withholds the order 
to take Kritiri by assault, though the 
Turkish troops are begging his permis- 
sion to do so.

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LIFE OF PUBLIC SERVICE, 


Congressman Holman of Indiana Had Almost 


Unparalleled Record. 

Washington, April 23.—Representative 
Holman of Indiana died yesterday. 

Death was due primarily to a fall he 
sustained early this month, as the result 
of an attack of vertigo. At the deathbed 
were gathered his four children, Mrs. 
R. E. Fletcher, W. S. Holman, Jr., Mrs. 
Fred Harvey and Pau! Holman, all of 
this city. 

William Steele Holman would have 
passed the three-quarter of a century 
mark had he lived until next September, 
and his career is remarkable for the 
large proportion of his life given up to 
the service of the public. No living man 
and few men dead have a record of 16 
terms in the house of representatives. 
In all, 54 years of his life was spent in 
some public capacity. 

As the “Watchdog of the Treasury” 
he was best known to the American peo- 
ple. The policy of strict economy pur- 
sued by him when in charge of appro- 
priation bills has been followed so long 
that it has become to be regarded as one 
of the party tenets 

Mr. Holman was born in Indiana, in 
the country, at a little pioneer home- 
stead in Dearborn county, called Vera- 
estau, in September, 1822. He had a 
common school education, supplemented 
by a two years’ course in Franklin col- 
lege, Indiana. Then he taught school 
and practiced law until 1843, when, at 
the age of 21 years, he entered the public 
service as probate judge. He was pros- 
ecuting attorney from 1847 to 1849. In 
1851 he entered the legislature, and from 
1852 to 1856 he was judge of common 
pleas. 

His congressional career began with 
the Thirty-sixth congress, and out of the 
20 congresses that have elapsed since 
that time he has been absent from only 
four, namely, the Thirty-ninth, Forty- 
fifth, Forty-sixth and Fifty-fourth, an 
almost unparalleled record.

Ir 18 said that the friends of a sewer 
system have sized up all the Councilmen, 
but that they need afew of the doubtful 
ones to obtain the necessary two-thirds. 
The idea is prevalent that Wollaston is to 
receive the greatest benefit from the 
system, and this is operating against the 
appropriation. Upon all existing maps it 
is evident that Wollaston streets generally 
will be among the first in which sewers 
will be built, and if this is so they will be 
the first to be assessed. It is the assessments 
aud the expense of entering which are 
worrying many property holders, and these 
would postpone the introduction of the 
sewer uotil times are better. Many of 
these have thus far been unable to pay 
the taxes assessed in 1896, and some 
even go back of that. Some of these 
would like to sell their property but 
there is no call for it at any price, and it is 
not surprising that they wish to put off the 
large expense that a sewer entails. 

But the most desirable people will not 
come to Quincy unless they can have the 
conveniences of other suburban cities, and 
real estate men report the loss of sales 
because Quincy has no sewer system. It 
is claimed that with a sewer the value of 
land will be greatly enhanced ; that it will 
be worth more and that there will be more 
of a demand forit. It is unfortunate that 
the sewer system and other city matters 
cannot be debated at greater length in the 
City Council. Thereis not that freedom 
of debate that there should be. At the 
last meeting of the Board of Trade a 
Councilman made a significant remark 
along this line. He said he wished the 
Board of Trade could bave a debate on the 
sewer system, as debate was not allowed in 
the Council. There is altogether too 
much haste in rushing matters through 
the Council, and if there is any debate it is 
on trivial matters. If the people can be 
convinced that their property will be in- 
creased in value over the cost by sewer 
connection they will endeavor to meet the 
cost cheerfully. The columns of the 
LEDGER are open for communications, 


THEORETICALLY, THE provision in the 
by-laws of the Board of Trade, that the 
board of directors shall be the governing 
board, has operated against the association, 
and the entire elimination of directors as 
proposed seems desirable. In fact, since 
the organization, the board of directors 
have never met and the association has 
drifted. If the amendments are adopted 
this evening, all business will hereafter be 
transacted in open meeting by the 
members present. All citizens, firms and 
corporations of the city may become mem- 
bers, and the dues will be reduced, that the 
Quincy Board of Trade may become 
popular. It would seem as if there was a 
field in Quincy for a board of trade, as 
much may be accomplished in many 
directions by concerted ac'ion. 


THE ASSESSORS today received the 
warrant for the city’s portion of the county 
tax. It is $16,507.92 against $11,777.50 
last year, an increase of $4,730.42. This, 
with an increase in the State tax, will 
make the taxes very high unless some of 
the city appropriations proposed are re- 
duced. The outlook now is that the in- 
crease in the levy will be over $30,000, 
which would increase the tax rate to $19 
per $1000. Shall the appropriations be 
reduced ? 


As the theatrical season of 1896 7 draws 
to a close, one begins to realize what a bad 
one it has been—one of the worst the 
theatre has had for a great time. Only a 
few things have done phenomenally well 
in Boston, and those have not been the 
things that were expected to do well.

WOLLASTON FIRE.

House of Patrick Fitzpatrick on 


Fayette Street Gutted Yesterday. 


The alarm from Box 52 at 3 45 Thursday 
afternoon called the department to a stub 
born fire ina cottage house on Fayette 
street owned apd occupied by Patrick 
Fitzpatrick, Fi'zpatrick occupied the 
lower tenement and the upper was vacant. 

Just how the fire started remains to be 
explained, for all Mrs. Fitzpatrick, who 
was in the house at the time, can tell, is 
that she was lying down and was aroused 
to find the room full of smoke. The fire 
then was in the rear of the upper part and 
burning briskly and when the department 
arrived had spread through the whole of 
the upper part and was working through 
the roof. A strong wind was blowing at 
the time and it looked as though there was 
but little chance of saving the building. 
The steamer was located on Central avenue 
at the corner of Farrington street and 
supplied one powerful stream. Two 
streams were also run from the hydrant at 
the corner of Central avenue and Fayette 
street and two streams from the hydrant 
on Farrington street near Elmwood avenue, 
making five in all. With these the house 
was surrounded and gallons of water were 
poured into the building.

The furniture inthe house was taken 
out atthe start and piled ina heap near 
the building and as a result it got badly 
wet and damaged. 

The fire attracted a large crowd who 
watched the progress of the flames from a 
distance. 

The loss is estimated to be $1200 on the 
house and $300 on contents. 

It is thought that the fire originated 
from a defective chimney. 


CANNONS AND SHELLS. 


The Grand Army Lot at Mt. Wol- 
laston Marked by Them. 


As stated in Tuesday’s LEDGER the 
cannons for the Grand Army lot at Mt. 
Wollaston cemetery have arrived. They 
are being placed in position and when 
completed will make an attraction which 
will be appropriate t» the lot. 

The cannons, four in number, are known 
as 32 pound naval cannons. They are 
something over ten feet in length, bave a 
six inch bore and weigh about 6400 pounds 
each, These will be mounted in the four 
corners of the lot pointing outward. 

Besides the cannons there are sixteen 
eleven-inch shells, weighing 130 pounds 
each, and these will be placed in four 
stacks between the cannons. The Grand 
Army lot will be easily distinguished now.

AN EVENTFUL SESSION 


Resolution In the Senate to Express 
Sympathy With Greece, 


The Nelson Bankruptcy Bill 
Passed, 49 to 8. 


Judiciary Committee Surprised and Disap- 


| pointed by Senate’s Action. 


Washington, April 23.—Yesterday's 
proceedings of the senate were the most 
interesting since the opening of the spe- 
cial session. Mr. Allen of Nebraska in- 
troduced a resolution expressing sym- 
pathy with Greece, which was warmly 
debated. The Nelson bankruptcy bill 
passed by a vote of 49 to8. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska offered a res- 
olution providing that the chief execu- 
tive express the sympathy of the Amer- 
ican people to the government of Greece. 
At the request of Mr. Davis, chairman 

| of the committee on foreign relations, 
| the resolution was referred, Mr. Davis 
| promising speedy action. 

Another stirring chapter to the same 
| subject was added by Mr. Allen, who 
proposed a complete cessation of sen- 
ate business, except to consider appro- 
priation bills, until committees were 
filled. The resolution led to another 
heated debate, in which Messrs. Chand- 
ler, Gear and Allen participated. The 
| resolution finally went over. 

The bankruptcy bill as passed is the 
substitute framed by Mr. Nelson of 
Minnesota. The success of this sub- 
stitute in displacing the committee bill 
Was a great surprise and disappoint- 
ment to the judiciary committee, which

The Nelson bill as passed provides for | 
| voluntary and involuntary bankruptcy, 
but the theory of its author was to free 
it from harshness, and make it of sub- 
| stantial bénefit to debtors and creditors.

DEMOCRATIC DISSENSIONS. 


Bland, With Small Following, Protests Against 
Bailey's Course. 

Washington, April 23.—The house yes- | 
terday adopted a special order for the! 
consideration of the senate amendments 
to the Indian appropriation bill, without 
reference to a committee. 

Democratic dissensions again came to 
Mr. Bailey and his follow- 
ers joined with the Republicans in this} 
proposition, after the special order had 
been modified so as not to cover the ap- 
propriation bills. Mr. Bland of Missouri 
protested vigorously against the course, 
but only had a following of 24,not enough 
to get a record vote. 

The house adjourned as a mark of re- 
spect to Representative Holman, whose 
death was announced. 


LABOR ASKS QUICK AID. 


Appeal to the Administration For Helpful | 
Legislation. 

Washington, April 23—A memorial has | 
been presented to the president and 
members of the cabinet by the exscn=| 
tive council of the Federation of Labor. 
The memorial is, in part, as follows: 

Washington, D. C., April 20. 
To the President, Cabinet and Con- 
gress of the United States of America: 

Gentlemen—Multitudes of our work- 
ing people—American citizens—at this 
hour are suffering humiliating poverty 
and countless privations, and look to 
you for speedy relief. Last fall they 
were promised helpful legislation, and 
they expect it from you without un- 
necessary delay. In no party spirit we 
appeal to you to heed their wants, and 
io promptly meet this unparalleled sit- 
uation in the time spent at American 
patriotism. 

Here follows a lengthy discussion of 
the business depression. 

The following measures are recom- 
mended: 

First—Amendment to the federal 8- 
hour law, so as to secure its practical 
enforcement on all public works, by or 
for the United States government, 
whether done by contract, sub-contract 
or day work. 

We are sternly opposed to the evasion 
and violations of the present 8-hour 
law by the heads of the departments 
and officials in the federal service. 

Second—A remodelling of our immi- 
gration laws so as to secure an enlarged 
protection to American citizens and their 
families. 

Third—Reform in the national bank- 
ing system, and in the issuance of the 
currency of the United States, so as 
to secure the people from the possi- 
bilities and disasters of financial crisis. 

Fourth—Liberal appropriations for 
government public works, and for the 
improvement of rivers and harbors. 

In conclusion the memorial says: By 
the prompt adoption of these relief meas- 
ures at the hands of congress, we 
firmly believe some degree of prosperity 
may be restored, and the condition of the 
people bettered. We assure you the 
millions are now in no disposition to be 
trifled with. They are fast becoming 
desperate, and deep are their mutter- 
ings of discontent. They desire to real- 
ize some of the prosperity so freely 
promised on the stump six months ago, 

Over 3,000,000 of willing workers are 
idle. Shall they appeal to you In vain? 
Shall the interests of trusts, syndicates, 
monopolies, corporations and moneyed 
men remain of more importance than 
the welfare of toilers? We trust not. 
We still believe the people's represen- 
tatives are not dead to the public wel- 
fare. We ask that they raise to the 


patriotism of this great occasion and 
hasten to bring relief to the masses of 
their fallow citizens. ' =

of justice. 

*Somersw orth people were disappoint- 
ed at the change of route which prevent- 
ed the train passing through that town, 
but Somersworth got the “tip” sufficient- 
ly early to enable halh its inhabitants 
to take and steam cars for 
Dover in time to arrive here ahead of 
Kelley and his captors.

Only the coterie of officials and the 
newspaper men were admitted to the 
jail building. 

After usual formalities Kelley was 
placed in a cell. All day yesterday he 
went without food. Meals were offered 
him at noon and night, but he refused to 
eat, saying his stomach was out of order. 
Tomorrow forenoon Kelley will be taken 
to Somersworth and formally arraigned. 

When Kelley is arraigned, if he ad- 
heres to his previously declared inten- 
tion to make a clean breast of it and 
plead guilty, there is nothing more to 
be done but to remand him for the sit- 
ting of the grand jury in September. 

If, on the other hand, he pleads not 


guilty, then counsel will require time to | 
arrange his evidence, and there will be} 


a continuance for a week or perhaps 10 
days. 


On the other hand, Kelley may waive | 


examination, in which case he would 
be bound over for the superior criminal 
court to return an indictment. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 
Boston, April 23.—In the senate yes- 
terday a bill authorizing the granting 


of licenses to dealers in paints and deal- | 


ers of chemicals, for the sale of pure 
alcohol, was introduced. This bill is 
framed to overcome the governor’s veto 
of a similar bill, which, however, did not 
require a license to sell. The rules were 
suspended to admit the resolution adopt- 
ed by the Boston Medical society favor- 
ing a state board of insanity. In the 
house the joint committee on judiciary 
reported an act authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three to draft 
and prepare an act embodying the prin- 
ciples of the Torrens system of land 
transfer. This commission is to be ap- 
pointed by the governor, with the con- 
sent of the council, and is to report on 
or before the first Wednesday in Feb- 
ruary, 1898. The compensation is left 
with the governor and council. The 
house committee on roads and bridges 
has reported a bill for the operation of 
horseless or motor carriages in the pub- 
lic streets, The measure is simply de- 
claratory, and does not provide regu- 
lations for running such vehicles, or 
specify that bells must be used on them, 
as proposed in some of the bills pre- 
sented. The debate on the mill tax 
bill, the project for a state appropriation 
for the support of public schools, wag 
resumed, and the bill was ordered to 
a third reading.

tha S. Converse of Malden, reappointed 
trustee of the Soldiers’ home in Chelsea.

Kind of Sugar to Be Avoided. 


the Chief Producer—One 
said a 
commission dealer, ‘tis generally sup- 
posed to be the one great source of the 
country’s maple sugar supply, and yet 
Vermont makes less than one-fifteenth 
of the whole. Vermont’s reputation for 
producing the finest quality of sugar is 
deserved, for the sugar makers of that 
state were the first to recognize the im- 
portance of the commodity as a factor 
in domestic as well as foreign commerce 
and to bring to its manufacture not on- 
ly scientific helps, but the potent aid of 
observation and study of the maple tree 
and the effects upon it of climate, soil 
and meteorological conditions. Vermont 
maple sugar has national fame, as has 
Goshen butter, although there is not a 
pound of butter made in or around 
Goshen that enters the market now, nor 
has there been for years.

So, while maple 
sugar bought as Vermont sugar in this 
city may not be t n Mountain 
State product, buyers may rest easy. 
The chances are that they have got sug- 
ar made in New York, Pennsylvania or 
Ohio, but it is just as good. 

‘*The true maple sugar season begins 
about March 1 and lasts until the mid- 
dle of April, yet one 
early in February, in the high priced 
fancy groceries of this city tempting 
looking bars and cakes of maple sugar 
labeled ‘Vermont — First Run.’ The 
grocers buy that article for just what 
they represent it to be to their custom- 
ers, but instead of being the first run of 
the Vermont sugar camps it is the last 
run of the year before, and something 
else. At the close of every maple sugar 
season certain Vermont dealers, and 
dealers in other sugar making localities, 
too, buy up from the farmers all the 
poor or refuse sirup and sugar they 
bave on hand. These dealers send out 
agents through the country to bunt up 
this inferior tail endstock. It is bought 
| cheap and is kept over until the next 
winter. As early as January the dealers 
begin to prepare it for the market. The 
sirup and sugar are boiled together 
with large additions of cheap brown 
sugar and glucose. The result of this 
revamping of the last year’s inferior 
goods into goods still more inferior is 
shipped to New York and other cities 
as the very first of the new crop of Ver- 
mont maple sugar before a tree has been 
tapped for the season’s run of sap. And 
although it has none of the flavor of 
genuine maple sugar the city folks buy 
it at fancy prices and gloat over it. 

“It the popular belief that pure 
maple sugar is invariably known by its 
dark, damp looking appearance. In the 
old days of making the 
product was uecessarily very dark, be- 
cause the simple processes then in use 
could not make it light. But it was full 
of impurities all the same—no adultera- 
tions, but natural impurities. Nowa- 
days it is not the dark maple sugar that 
should be regarded as the pure article, 
for it is more apt to be the most impure.

Judge Murphy exploded. ‘‘How dare 
you, sir! How dare you! This is the 
grossest contempt of court. How dare 
you come here and attempt to terrify 
counsel! I fine you $50 sir—$50.”’ 

The attorney replied: ‘‘That israther 
hard on me, if your honor please. Your 
honor distinctly suggested that I should 


| settle my differences with this man out 


of court, and I gave notice of my inten- 
tion to do so. That was all. I have the 
highest respect and appreciation of your 
honor’s judgment in such matters, and 
I felt proud to accept your honor’s ad- 
vice.’’ 

Judge Murphy was not proof against 
such subtle flattery, and the fine was 
promptly remitted.—San Francisco Bul- 
letin.

WAVE MOTOR TESTED. 


Remarkable Results Obtained by a Los 
Augeles Inventor. 


A public test of a new wave motor 
Was made recently on the beach three 
miles from Redondo, Cal , from the end 
of a 100 foot wharf. Parvin Wright of 
Los Angeles, the inventor, conducted 
the experiments in the presence of 20 
capitalists and inventors. By means of 
the float a hydraulic compressor was ac- 
tuated, forcing the water into a pressure 
tank under a working pressure of 400 
pounds to the square inch. The water 
pressure tank operates a Pelton wheel, 
which drives any kind of machinery. 

In the test an electric generator was 
used and a circular saw. Where the ma- 
chinery was located, 500 feet from the 
beach, with a 4 foot tide and 6 by 10 
float, five horsepower was easily gener- 
ated. The machine is automatically self 
regulated and is so arranged that dur- 
ing storm periods no more than a given

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


| A New and Successful Process of Casting 


Copper Pure. 
The Electrical Review announces a 
discovery in the art of casting copper. 


| Copper is ordinarily cast .by the use of 
| alloys. 


It is stated that the new metal, 
which is known as M. B. copper, is cast 
pure. Foundrymen have heretofore con- 
sidered this an impossibility. 

It is also stated that the new metal 
possesses an additional tensile strength 
of 3314 per cent, and that a much high- 
er percentage of elasticity has been de- 
veloped, and that the new metal has a 
conductivity of 95 per cent as compared 
with the best rolled copper. This will 
cause distinct changes in the building of 
dynamos, motors, railway and _tele- 
graphic apparatus because the new cop- 
per is believed tocarry the same amount 
of current with one-third the amount of 
metal. Wire made of it will have great- 
er strength and conductivity than the 
ordinary copper wire. 

Mr. Edison says he accounts for the 
evident change in the atomic structure 
of the metal by the theory that the shape 
of the crystals has been altered so that 
are parallel, and that the 
molecules are thus brought closer togeth- 
er and into more intimate contact with 
each other. It is understood that Mr. 
Edison is interested in the development 
of this metal, and that it will be manu- 
factured under his supervision at his 
Menlo Park works. 


A Perfect Vacuum. 

An absolute vacuum, or what is be- 
lieved to be one, was recently produced 
by Professor Elmer Gates of Washing- 
Into a test tube 
made of a kind of glass which melts at 
temperature he poured a 
molten glass which melts at a much 
lower temperature, completely filling 
the tube, leaving no air space. After 
melting this inner glass it was partially 
withdrawn from the tube by exhausting 
the air from the outer side and allowing 
it to flow down by gravity, but not so 
far but that the end of the tube was 
completely closed. It was then allowed 


to cool. As no air could enter the space 
left by the withdrawal of the glass, it 
is believed that a perfect vacuum was 


obtained.—Engineering News. 


A Nonpoisonous Match. 

It is reported that M. Pouleaux has 
invented a nonpoisonous match. Potas- 
sium permanganate and amyl acetate 
are among the ingredients. At the Pas- 
teur Lucifer Match manufactory the 
combination has been tested with, it is 
said, satisfactory results. The matches 
are easily made, without the slightest 
danger to the factory hands. They ignite 
readily, there is no danger of explosion 
when stored, and the disagreeable odor 
common to lucifer matches is in these

‘‘Tt doesn’t do to talk too much,”’ said

to win, did you, Bob, dear? But he said,

when he left me to go to Carson City. 
We've been married three years, and 
that was the first time we had ever been 
separatedtat all. My mother was too ill 
for me to leave, so the two things to- 
gether put me into a state of despair.

Y. M. C. A. Training School. 


“The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion Training School, its Works and 
Needs,’’ was the subject of a very interest- 
ing talk at the Y. M. C. A. Sunday after- 
noon, by Mr. Joseph E. Merritt. Mr. 
Merritt is now astudent in the physical 
department of the school, and gave a very 
comprehensive idea of the work. 

The school was founded in 1885 by Rev. 
David Allen Reed, then pastor of Hope 
Congregational church, It was then a de- 
partment of the school for Christian 
workers, well known to ©. E. workers, 
The object originally was to prepare men 
to be general secretaries of the associations. 
Later a department was organized to pre- 
pare men for physical directors, and more 
recently the educational department, which 
aims to prepare men to become educational 
directors, 

The school bas a large tract of land on 
the banks of Massasoit lake where two 
fine buildings have been erected, a 
gymnasium and adormitory. It also con- 
tains one of the finest athletic fields in 
western Massachusetts. The total value 
of this property is about $100,000. The 
course of study covers three years, 

In geueral, all of the studies pursued 
group themselves about four subjects: 
(1) The Bible; (2) Man; (3) The Young 
Men’s Christian Association; (4) the 
practical application of the instruction 
thas furnished. 

A large percentage of the secretaries 
and physical directors of the United 
States and Canada have received their 
training in this school. About fifty young 
men are now attending. Quincy has an- 
other representative in addition to Mr. 
Merritt, Mr. C. R. Tucker, formerly a 
teacher in our High school who is taking 
a special course in the educational de- 
partment and also teaching one or two 
branches. 

The school is greatly in need cf financial 
aid, for current finances, for the endow- 
ment of the various departments and for 
the erection of buildings for the library, 
educational department, etc. A _ small 
collection was taken Sunday which Secre- 
tary Colton hopes to increase considerable 
by private subscription. A beautiful book- 
let containing many half-tone pictures of 
the grounds, the interior and exterior of 
buildings, etc., was given as a souvenir and 
a few more can be secured by calling at 
the rooms. 
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THE LAW USELESS. 


No Provision For Enforcement 
Anti-Cigaret Bill. 

Augusta, Me., April 26.—The anti-cig- 
aret bill, passed by the last legislature, 
and which will go into effect on May 1, 
yontains no provision for its enforce- 
ment.

Dogs Must be Licensed 


ON OR BEFORE 


April SRE 30th, 


Or the owners or keepers thereof 


LIABLE TO A FINE. 


Extracts from the Laws of this Commonwealth. 


VERY Owner or keeper of a dog of three | 
jmonths old or over, shal! annually on or | 
before the Thirtieth Day of April, cause 
it to be Registered, Numbered, De- 
scribed and Licensed for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office 
of the clerk of the city or town wherein said 
dog is kept, and shall cause it to wear around | 
its neck axollar distinctly marked with its 
owner’s name ard its registered number. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have | 
it licensed until the first day of the ensuing 
May; and a person becoming the cwner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of May, 
not duly licensed, shall cause it to be regis- 
tered, numbered, described and licensed as 
provided in the preceding section. 

he fee for every license shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dol- 
lars for a female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary .0 the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Fifteen 
Dollars, tive dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the 
treasurer of the county in which the dog is 
kept. 

very owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes may receive annually a 
special lictnse authorizing him to keep such 
dogs upon the premises described in such 
license. When the number of dogs so kept 
does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
sball be Twenty-Five Dollars; when the 
number of dogs so kept exceeds five, the fee 
shall be Fifty Dollars, and no fee shall be 
required for the dogs of such owner or 
keeper, under the age of six months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old 
after the thirtieth day of Aprilin any year, 
shall, whenever it is three months old, 
cause it to be registered, numbered, described 
and licensed until the first day of the 
ensuing May, as provided in section eighty 
of chapter one hundred and two of the 
Public Statates, and shall cause it!to wear 
around its neck a collar, distinctly marked 
with its owner’s name and its registered 


number.

Shortly before his death, General 
Grant expressed a*desire to be buried 
in one of three places: West Point, 
Galena, or New York. West Point he 
preferred above the others, but for the 
fact that his wife could not be placed 
beside him there, New York was finally 


selected, by those upon whom the re- 


sponsibility fell, not only because {t was 
the last place named by General Grant, 
but also because It met the wishes of his 
family, who resided here. The site was 
offered by the city of New York, which 
gave Mrs. Grant the choice of any of the 
city parks. She selected the spot at 


| Riverside drive and One Hundred and 


Twenty-second street, where the body 
now lies. 

The mayor of New York called a meet- 
ing of citizens at his office, July 28, 1885, 
five days after General Grant's death, 
to take action for the proper interment 
of the body. The organization, known 
as the Grant Monument association, 
with ex-President Chester A. Arthur as 
presiding officer, 
ruary, 1886. Contributions to the 
amount of $100,000 for the erection of 
a suitable monument had been recelved 
up to this time. 


In February, 1882, General Horace 
Porter assumed the presidency of the 
organization At the same time, James 
C. Reed accepted the position of gec-

It Is difficult to see how it can ever be 
destroyed or crumble away. There 
seems ho good reason why at the end 
of a thousand years, with ordinary care, | 
it should not be as strong and enduring 
8s itis today. With no care at all, the 
elqments would find it no easy task to 
wear it away. The upper part, the 
dome, which is of iron, would probably 
yleld to time, but the main walls, of | 
marble, granite, cement and brick, from 
10 to 25 feet thick, ought to defy time 
almost forever. Everything was con- 
Structed with this end in view. 

As $" the sarcophagus, 
receiveS General Grant’s box 
will endure as long or longer than the 
tomb itself. It was quarried in one 
piece and hollowed out. It is made of 
red porphyry, obtained at Montello, Wis, 
An exact duplicate will be placed to re- | 
ceive the body of Mrs, Grant when she 
dies. 

The tomb was planned by Johwn H, | 
Duncan, a New York architect. It is|

Silently 
Mrs. Grant stole away from the presi- 
dent’s reviewing stand, where she had 
been watching the gallant troops go 
by, and leaning on the arm of her son, 
Colonel Fred Grant, made her way to 
the tomb, followed only by members of 
the Grant family. The bronze doors 
were swiftly opened, and the widow of 
the hero passed into the tomb. For 
about 10 minutes she stayed there, and 
then, with her face hidden in her hands, 
she left the scene which crowned her 
husband's victories. 

When night fell, and the grandest of 
military, naval and civic parades ever 
seen here was at an end, the city assumed 
a gala aspect. The streets were full of 
uniforms of all nations, while sight- 
seers from every part wandered from 
place to place, and discussed the wonders 
of the day.

FIERCE FIRE AT NEWPORT NEWS. 


Pier and Vessels Burned--Total Loss Will 
Reach $2,000,000. 

Newport News, Va., April 28.—Fire 
broke out in the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad company’s pier 5 yesterday, 
and before the flames were checked 
damage to the extent of $2,000,000 had 
been done. Two of the company s im- 
mense piers were destroyed, three ves- 
sels burned to the water's edge, a tug- 
boat entirely destroyed and eight per- 
gons burned, some of them seriously. 

The fire spread with such rapidity 
that it was impossible to make any 
beadway against it. A fierce north wind 
fanned the flames furiously and swept 
them across the docks to pier 6, which 
was soon burning. 

The British steamer Clintonia, which 
was loading with oil, tobacco and gen- 
eral merchandise at pier 5, was soon 
ablaze. Tugs pulled her out into the 
middle of the river, where an ineffectual 
battle was waged at terrible odds 
against the flames that were raging in 
her inflaminable cargo. She was burned 
to the waterline. 

The Norwegian steamer Solveig, which 
was loading grain at pier 5, next caught. 
The crew managed to escape by climbing 
down the hawsers to the plier. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio tug Wan- 
derer burned to the water’s edge. The 
German salling ship J. D. Bischoff, tak- 
ing on staves from the north side of pier 
6, also cavght. The flames obtained 
such a hold on her that they could not 
be conquered, and she went to the bot- 
tom. 

The crew of this vessel had a very nar- 
row escape from being cremated. They 
were rescued with the greatest difficulty, 
after the captain and the boatswain had 
been badly burned. The heavy north 
wind and the heroic efforts of the fire 
department gaved the large grain ele- 
vator of the Chesapeake and Ohio com- 
pany from destruction. The fire was 
rapidly spreading across the conveyors 
that connect the elevator with the pliers, 
but with the aid of a locomotive and an 
in:mense chain, the conveyors’ supports 
were pulled out, the conveyors them- 
selves torn down and this danger avert- 


ed.

Everything now points to the con- 
clusion of the Turco-Greek campaign by 
the intervention of the powers. ‘There 
is no confirmation of the report that the 
Greek ministry has fallen. It is prob- 
|; able that a coalition cabinet will be 
formed. It is stated that preparations 
are being made on King George's prop- 
erty at Smidstrup, Denmark, with the 
view of having the castle ready for its 
| owner in case of his abdication or de- 
position, 

Everything sent on from Athens by 
the special correspondents emphasizes 
| the increasing gravity of the situation 
there, and the rapid development of rey- 
Olutionary feeling. This condition of 
| things appears to have resulted largely 
| from the cessation of hostilities in 
Epirus. While there is no doubt that 
the Turks are occupied in establishing 
their lines of communication, it is 
equally evident that the Greek disaster 
in Epirus is much more serious than 
Waé at first supposed. It now looks 
like a hopeless task to renew the advance 
upon Janina, as Turkey is in a position 
to send overwhelming re-enforcement2. 

The irregulars co-operating with the 
Greek forces show up in a very bad 
light as mere bandits, more intent on 
plunder than fighting. 


SITUATION AT ATHENS. 


Downfall of Greek Ministry Said to Be 
Certain. 

Athens, April 28.—The fall of the min- 
istry is now regarded as certain. 

Popular feeling points to a revolution 
in favor of a republic. The citizens are 
greatly excited by the revelations made 
by former Minister Ralli as to the con- 
duct of the campaign. Large meetings 
have been held in Constitution square 
and other places of public resort, and 
fiery harangues have been delivered by 
well known orators in denunciation of 
“those who would betray Greece.” 


Yesterday afternoon, 500 men formed 

é ves into a volunteer body, forced 
their way into the gunsmiths’ shops, 
|} armed themselves with rifles and re- 


volvers and paraded the streets in front 
of M. Ralli's residence Several dep- 
uties addressed them, exhorting them to 
remain calm and to await the progress 
events. Finally they proceeded to 
the royal palace, where, after making a 
they dispersed without 
further disorder. But the incident has 
nade a great sensation. 

Colonel Manos telegraphs from Arta: 
Fighting has been in progress at Pen- 
tepighadia. The result is not known 
here. The Greek troops occupled 
stronger positions in the pass. Another 
engagement took place at Plaka, the re- 
sult of which is not yet known, vince the 
enemy maintains its positions, though 
the Greek artillery have inflicted great 
dumage at the villages of Kalentzi and 
Fortosi, where the Turks were consen- 
trated. The Turks left the route from 
Pentepighadia to Janina open. The 
Greek cavalry reconnoitered without 
erfcountering the enemy until abouteight 
hours’ ride from Pentepighadia, when 
| they met 300 Turks, who fired upon the 
| Greeks, though without effect. 

The Turks have abandoned the entire 
Lourches valley and the country around 
| Soull. The situation at Prevesa is satis- 
factory. The Turks appear to be much 
discouraged, and their garrison has been 
diminished by wholesale desertions. We 
need re-enforcements and mountain bat- 
terles. We have captured large quan- 
| tities of ammunition, especially for ar- 

tillery use, In the positions abandoned 

by the Turks.

This explanation has not been 
mnade known to the public here, but even 
if published it would not avail, because 
the politicians say that Colonel Sapount- 
sake was the king’s favorite, and had 
never distinguished himself in the army, 
and had not the shadow of a claim to be 
entrusted with the conduct of the war. 

For all this the king is made respon- 
sible. It is further urged against him 
that he has virtually commanded the 
fleet, through Prince George, who has 
only obeyed the palace orders, and thus 
rendered seriou’ operations impossible,

Delyannis that he would for the fdture 
reffal from interfering in any way with 
the direction of the campaign, 


Russians Pleased, 

St. Petersburg, April 28.—In political 
cireles here pleasure Is experienced at 
the defeat of the Greeks, as It is looked 
upon as calculated to avert dangerous 
complications in the Balkans, which 
might have jeopardized the peace of Eu. 
Tope. 

Italians Determined to Fight for Greece. 

Rome, April 28.—The papers state that 
600 Italian volunteers have evaded the 
police and embarked on a steamer at 
Cornetotarguinia for Greece.

The wagon bridge went out when the 
water reached its floor, and the bridge 
drifted, serving as an obstruction, forced 
the water out over the bottom, washing 
out crops, moving houses and drowning 
stock.

Second Downpour and Tornado Completes 
Work of Devastation. 

El Reno, O. T., April 29.—The dry spell 
was broken Saturday when a fierce 
storm, that turned the streets into tor- 
rents, Washed away crossings, tore out 
sewers moved small buildings, 
broke uponthetown. Saturday at mid- 
night the situation was intensified by a 
hurricane blowing 46 miles an hour, 
which drove blinding water 
through the roofs of already damaged 
houses. 

Persons were driven in terror to storm 
cellars and caves, and spent the nightin 
momentary expectation of being borne 
away by the flood.

Sunday morning shone bright and 
clear, and the gauge showed a fall of 
5.1 inghes since Saturday noon. The

The 
valley of the Canadian, which Satur- 
day had been a_ beautiful stretch of 
farms and homes, on Sunday displayed 
a network of lakes and islands, dotted 
with half flooded houses, and horses and 
cattle struggling for places of safety.

About 
7 o'clock an intensely black cloud moved 
toward the city from the west. It was 
a typical tornado, indicated by a pe- 
culiar whistle of the wind, which almost 
universally accompanies a “twister,” 
and the streets were soon filled with 
running, shouting people, seeking cave 
or cellar. 

Stores and homes were deserted, and 
the people huddled together awaiting 
the blow. The center of the storm 
passed over the southeastern corner of

30th, 


Or the owners or aes thereof | 


LIABLE TO A FINE. 


Extracts from the Laws of this Commonwealth. 


VERY Owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over, shal] annually on or 
before the Thirtieth Day of April, cause 
it to be Registered, Numbered, De- 
scribed and Licensed for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office 
of the clerk of the city or town wherein said 
dog is kept, and shall, cause it to wear around 
its neck a collar distinctly marked with its 
owner’s name and its registered nurgber. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have 
it licensed until the first day of the ensuing 
May; and a person becoming the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of May, 
not duly licensed, shall cause it to be regis- 
tered, numbered, described and licensed as 
provided in the preceding section. 

The fee for every license shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dol- 
lars for a female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog co nt rary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shal! forfeit Fifteen 
Dollars. five dollars of Which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the 
treasurer of the county in which the dog is 
kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes may receive annually a 
special license authorizing him to keep such 
dogs upon the premises des¢ ribed in such 
license. When the number of dogs so kept 
does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
sball be Twenty-Five Dollars; when the 
number of dogs so kept exceeds five, the fee 
shall be Fifty Dellars, and no fee shall be 
required for the dogs of such owner or 
keeper, under the age of six @onths. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old 
after the thirtieth day of Aprilin any year, 
shall, whenever it is three months old 
cause it to be registered, numbered, described 
and licensed until the first day of the 
ensuing May, as provided in section eighty 
of chapter one hundred and two of the 
Public Statates, to wear

VAILLANT SURVIVORS. 


Three of Rescued Men Not Expected 
to Recover Consciousness, 


Impossible to Get Coherent De- 


tails of Wreck. 


Physical and Mental Sufferings of Men Are 
Something Terrible. 


St. John’s, N. F., April 29.—Three or 
the four survivors of the ill-fated French 
brigantine Vaillant, which was wrecked 
by colliding with an iceberg, off the 
Graf"l Banks, are almost sure to die. 
They are in a comatose condition. But 


little hope is expressed that the fourth | 


will live. 

Their physical and mental sufferings 
are terrible. 

Their 
ears and noses were shockingly frozen, 
and the flesh presents a ghastly and lep- 
rous-like appearance. As if this were 
not wretchedness enough, their reason is 


temporarily, if not permanently, gone. | 


As they lie in their cots they rave of their 
awful experiences. 
It is scarcely possible to get any defi- 


nite details of the diSaster, but it seems | 


from what can be learned from their 
{ncoherent cries that four dories were 
overturned at the moment of the wreck. 
Two of the men on board the rescued 
dory were taken from the water almost 
drowned. These were the first to perish. 


The third who died was a young fellow, | 


about 18. He made a stubborn fight for 
his life. Four boats are known to have 
got safely away from the ship, but the 
captain’s boat, was the only one after- 
ward seen by the occupants of the res 
cued dory. 2 

The hardships suffered by the surviv- 
ors were almost indescribable. Ordinar- 
ily, castaways can gei some sustenance 
from leather boots, but these poor fel- 


lows had only wooden sabots for foot- | 


gear. The intense cold made it almost 
impossible for them to do anything to- 
ward navigating the dory, and they were 
compelled to drift helplessly. 

The most horrifying incident of the ex- 
perience was the cannibalism, to which 
they were driven by the resistless pangs 
of hunger. The dead body which they 
used for food was frozen so stiff that 
they were scarcely able to hack off the 
flesh with their knives. For two days 
the lives of the survivors were sustained 
by this food. 

Everything that fs possible is being 
the missing boats, if it 
should have been their good fortune 
to have survived. Outgoing vessels will 
make a close search of the waters north 
and south of St. John’s. But there is lit-

COST OF STRIKES. 


Massachuseits Statistics Show That Labor 
Always Sustains Heaviest Losses. 
3oston, April 30.—Hon. Horace G. Wal- 


chuse tts labor l s 
covers strikes } i KOU In e i’2 
years from Jan. 1, 1587, to Ji 0, 1894. 


Of the 1050 strikes, 592 were ordered 
by labor organizations; 2453 establish- 
ments were involved, of which 1007 were 


closed for a number of days, aggregating 
20,804, an average of about three weeks’ 
loss of productive time to each estab- 
lishment. 

In the case of 1048 establishments 
strikes succeeded, partial success 
won in 260 others, while in 1145 the strikes 
failed. 

The aggregate loss to employes was 
$4,561,588; as r rendered by labor 


organizati ons, $573,417; 
ers, $1,939,108. The act 
bered in the aggregats 
were 134,546 thrown out of employment 
because of the strikes 

Of the 1050 strikes, 503 occurred in these 

four cities: Boston, aden Fall River 
and Haverhill. The boot and shoe in- 
dustry leads in the number of strikes, 
282, with a wage loss of $1,692,979; cotton 
goods, 143 strikes, $565,806 
trades,131 strikes, $333,233 loss, and ¢ 
with smaller numbers in each. 
During the same period there were 63 
lockouts, which resulted in a closure of 
establishments aggregating 6315 days. 
The number of establishments involved 
was 377. The wage loss was $1,162,675, and 
to employers, $539,901. 

The period covered by this record of 
strikes and lockouts begins with years 
of exceptional prosperity,includes a year 
of serious depression, 1893, and closes at 
a time when the effect of the depression 
was still seriously felt. 

The second section treats of prison in- 
dustries, covering a period from Sept. 
39, 1887, to Sept. 30,1896. The total num- 
ber of prisoners increased during the 10 
years from £33 to 796, the number en- 
caged in productive industries from 158 
to 571, while the number engaged in mis- 
cellaneous work declined from 217 to 185. 
The gross average receipts from labor 
in all institutions, although incomplete, 
was $313,337.82. The gross cost of the 
maintenance of the state prison, the 
Massachusetts reformatory and the re- 
formatory prison for women was $405,- 
361.73, and the net profits, $81,393.81.
